Eskendereya colt 
tops regional-breds 
at Florida sale 

A Pennsylvania-bred colt by 

Eskendereya brought a final bid 
of $650,000 to pace three region¬ 
al-breds sold at Fasig-Tipton’s Florida 
Sale of 2-year-olds at Gulfstream Park 
March 4. 

The colt, consigned by Wavertree 
Stables, went to Bernie Schiappa and 
Michael Lund Peterson. Produced 
from the Dixie Union mare Im a Dixie 
Girl, the bay colt was bred by Stuart 
Grant’s The Elks tone Group and sold 
for $85,000 to Wavertree at the Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky fall yearling sale. 

Richard Scibelli went to $260,000 
to buy the sale’s only Maryland-bred, 
a colt by Quality Road, also from 
Wavertree. Bred by Larry Johnson’s 
Legacy Farm out of the Indian Charlie 
mare Magger Bags, the colt sold for 
$100,000 at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
fall yearling sale. 

Dogwood Stable spent $100,000 to 
buy a Virginia-bred Trappe Shot filly 
out of Lady’s Moment (by Tiznow) 
from SBM Training and Sales bred by 
Chester Stables. Two other regional- 
breds did not meet their reserves. 

Eighty-nine horses sold, for a gross 
of more than $20 million compared 
to $13.3 million in 2014 when 47 
horses sold at Adena Springs South 
near WiUiston, Fla. The average at the 
2015 sale was $225,792, compared to 
$284,468 in 2014 while the median was 
$130,000 compared to $180,000. 

Six-figure Maryland-bred 
sells at Barretts in California 

A Trappe Shot colt bred in 
Maryland by Dorsey Brown and 
Richard Palmer and sold as a yearling 
for $127,000 last September at 
Keeneland found himself in the 
auction ring at the Barretts Select 
2-year-old sale in Pomona, Calif., Feb. 
23. Consigned by Kings Equine, the 
chestnut sold for $230,000 to Narvick 
International. The fifth-highest priced 
colt in the sale, he is out of the stakes- 
winning mare High Moment and a 
half-brother to 2015 stakes-placed Luna 
Time. His work of :10 was a fifth of a 
second off the quickest time posted. 


International Star shines 
for Maryland breeders Manfuso, Voss 



An early Kentucky Derby points leader, International Star captured his 
second graded stakes of the Fair Grounds’ meet in the Grade 2 Risen Star. 


Y es he’s a New York-bred. Bob 

Manfuso and Katy Voss, steadfast 
supporters of the Maryland breeding 
industry for decades, sent a few mares to 
New York in 2012. 

“We were straddling at that time,” said 
Manfuso in February. “You didn’t know 
what was going to happen in Maryland, 
and you weren’t sure about the local 
management of the track then. We sent a 
couple of mares to New York that year.” 

So, International Star was born in 
New York and Manfuso and Voss are the 
breeders. And the multiple graded stakes 
winner could be headed to the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl. 

“You think how blessed you really 
are,” said Manfuso. “The horse lived 
up to what I really thought was his 
potential, but already he’s gone beyond 
what you’d realistically expect. You take 
the percentage of the crop and he might 
be one of the 20 that makes the Derby? 
That’s pretty good for an operation that 
has 15 mares.” 

International Star, a son of Fusaichi 
Pegasus and the French Deputy mare 
Parlez, opened 2015 with stakes wins 
in the Lecomte-G3 and Risen Star-G2 
at Fair Grounds and was aiming for the 
Grade 2 Louisiana Derby March 28. 
Owners Ken and Sarah Ramsey purchased 
the bay colt at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
fall yearling sale in 2013, on the advice of 
Pennsylvania consultant EQB, for $85,000. 


Manfuso and 
Voss breed for 
the market, but 
also run a racing 
stable. 

“Katy likes 
to say we send 
everything we 
breed through 
the ring, but 
we put most of 
them there and 
try to put fair 
value on them,” 
Manfuso said. 

“At the same 
time, if they 
don’t bring what 
you think is fair 
value, you have 
to be prepared 
to take them on to the next step and race 
them which we are. 

“I was delighted that Patti Miller 
[EQB] bought the horse for the Ramseys. 
You kind of felt like he was going to get 
a chance. He was very balanced, good 
moving, going well and looked like he’d 
be a nice horse.” 

Trained by Mike Maker, International 
Star won his debut on the turf at Belmont 
Park last summer and added a win in 
Woodbine’s Grey Stakes-G3 in a six-start 
campaign that included a ninth in the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf-Gl. 

Manfuso and Voss bred Parlez, who 
won three times. The 16-year-old mare 
has produced 2014 Maryland Million 
winner D C Dancer, stakes winner Fools 
in Love and 10-time winner Love Talk 
among others. 

She has a Not For Love yearling colt 
and was bred back to Fusaichi Pegasus the 
day after the Risen Star. Manfuso loves 
the intangibles she translates to her foals. 

“There’s a dimension that nobody can 
quite pick up —no buyer, no consignor, 
no sales company-and that’s want-to- 
be. A good horse says, ‘I want to be a 
racehorse.’ That’s what that mare throws. 
Sometimes the good lord gives them 
enough talent to do something big, 
but she throws horses that want to be 
racehorses.”

S heldon Russell had to wait for his 
1 ? 000th career win, and then he 
had to wait some more. Hampered 
by injuries for much of his career, the 
27-year-old noted that he might have 
reached the milestone earlier if he’d been 
healthier. Then, as he stood just a few 
wins shy of the 1,000-win mark, freezing 
temperatures and snow forced the cancel¬ 
lation of several racing cards at Laurel 
when Russell was booked on a handful of 
promising mounts. 

Ultimately, win No. 1,000 came on 
a trip out of town as Russell booted 
Shayjolie to victory in the $100,000 Cat 
Cay Stakes for trainer Gary Contessa at 
Aqueduct March 7. 

Born in Bossier City, La., Russell 
moved to England when he was just a 
few months old. His father was a jockey 
who rode in England, Germany and 
South Africa. Russell moved back to 
the United States in 2007 and began his 
career at Laurel, where he rode his first 
race for then-trainer and mentor Michael 
Dickinson. 

Career highlights include a trip to the 
2012 Kentucky Derby-Gl aboard Done 
Talking, who earlier won the Illin ois 
Derby-G2. 

Russell’s other graded stakes scores 
include the 2009 Toboggan Stakes-G3 
on Ah Day and, most recently, the

makes national Hall of Fame ballot 


V eteran Maryland 
trainer King T. 

Leatherbury 
was among 10 final¬ 
ists on the National 
Museum of Racing’s 
Hall of Fame bal¬ 
lot for induction this 
year. The 81-year-old 
was joined by trainer 
David Whiteley, jock¬ 
eys Chris Andey, 

Victor Espinoza, 

Corey Nakatani and 
Craig Perret and 
Thoroughbreds Black 
Tie Affair (Ire), Kona 
Gold, Lava Man and 
Xtra Heat. 

The four candidates with the highest 
vote totals from voters will be elected, 
with the induction announcement set for 
April 20 and the induction Aug. 7 at the 
museum in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 

Leatherbury won his first race at 
Florida’s Sunshine Parkin 1959 and 
currently ranks fourth all-time with 
6,449 wins. He has won 52 training 
tides in Maryland (26 each at Pimlico 
and Laurel) and four at Delaware Park 
and has career purse earnings of nearly 
$63 million. Leatherbury led all North 
American trainers in wins in 1977 and 
1978 and won 300 or more races each 
year from 1975-78. He ranked in the 
top three in North American wins each 
year from 1975-80 and has finished in 
the top 10 nationally in wins 18 times 
and in earnings four times. Leatherbury 
has won 23 graded stakes races and 153 
overall stakes. 


In 1987, 

Leatherbury won the 
Grade 1 Hempstead 
Handicap with 
Catatonic and in 1994 
he won the Grade 
1 Philip H. Iselin 
Handicap with Taking 
Risks. 

Leatherbury also 
bred, owns and trains 
Maryland-bred star 
Ben’s Cat, a winner 
of $2.3 million. Ben’s 
Cat has won 23 stakes, 
including four graded 
events. Other top 
winners trained by 
Leatherbury include 
Ah Day (winner of 10 stakes) and 
Thirty Eight Paces (six). Leatherbury’s 
graded wins include multiple editions 
of the Parx Dash, Turf Monster 
Handicap, Laurel Turf Cup and John B. 
Campbell Handicap. He has also won 
the Toboggan, Gardenia, Tempted, 
Woodlawn and Allegheny Stakes and the 
Snow Goose, Betsy Ross, Long Look, 
Assault and Roseben Handicaps. 

Kentucky-bred Xtra Heat, champion 
3-year-old filly of 2001, makes a repeat 
showing on the ballot. 

She spent the bulk of her 35-start 
career in the region with trainer John 
Salzman, who purchased her for 
$5,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-Year-Olds in Training sale. The 
daughter of Dixieland Heat won 26 
races including Laurel Park’s Barbara 
Fritchie-G2 twice, and earned nearly 
$2.4 million.

Russell 
also guided Eighttofasttocatch to victory 
in the 2011 Maryland Million Classic. 

Russell has been sidelined by injuries 
every year since 2007, with the exception 
of 2011 when he won a career-best 195 
races. 

He has twice shattered vertebrae in his 
back, he’s broken ribs, a hand, a foot, torn 
tendons and punctured a lung. Through 
it all, his outward attitude has always been 
positive. 


“The main thing is just to stay healthy 
and continue to do well,” Russell said. “I’d 
love to make it back to the Derby. I had 
such a great time when I was there. Or 
even the Preakness, here at our hometown 
track-just to find a horse that’s capable or 
that can actually get us there. That’s what 
we work for in the morning.” 

Russell finished third in the jockey 
standings during the fall at Laurel and was 
second in the standings for the winter 
meet through February.

Racing’s challenge with nature

T he snows came, and so did the rains. 

And so, for that matter, did the colds, the warms, and the winds. 

If there was one dominant Mid-Atlantic racing story during this past winter, 
it was the weather: snows that piled up on racetracks, biting cold that made racing 
impossible, and sudden thaws that turned dirt tracks into mud bogs. 

Time and again, tracks had no choice but to cancel live racing. In fact, Parx, Penn 
National, Laurel, and Charles Town combined to cancel all or parts of nearly 60 cards 
in the first two-and-a-half months of 2015. 

No wonder that, in late February, Charles Town’s Vice President of Racing 
Operations Erich Zimny tweeted, “I feel compelled to announce that Charles Town 
is actually racing tonight.” 

For racing fans, the bad weather might mean bundling up, maybe giving a thought 
to the poor saps who have to ride the horses. But the winter’s dismal weather meant a 
lot more to those who put on the show. 

Trainers talk about unpredictable and inhospitable scheduling. <( You train, you 
don’t train; races are canceled,” trainer Michael Aro told Teresa Genaro in The Racing 
Biz. The result: increasingly stir-crazy horses that get harder and harder to handle. 

Jocks talk about-among other things-what bits them when they ride: veteran 
rider Tony Black recalled a race when two of his three sets of goggles were cracked 
by the frozen clods of dirt that Suffolk Downs riders called “death cookies.” 

And then there are the hands, a topic that everyone circles back to. 

Jocks, exercise riders, and even the gate crew have to balance keeping their hands 
warm—which during much of the winter would have meant thick gloves—with main¬ 
taining their dexterity. 

It’s something of an uneasy truce. The riders have to retain their ability to com¬ 
municate with the horse via the reins-to direct and to feel. That means, said exercise 
rider Sarah O’Brien, using “super-thin stretchy gloves with a nice grip.” 

At the same time, err too much on the side of dexterity, and you can end up creat¬ 
ing other problems for yourself. “Some guys don’t like to wear gloves because they 
like to have that feeling with the horses,” said Maryland-based gate crew member 
Chris Campitelli—which works perfectly well, until it’s too cold, and then it doesn’t. 

As February turned to March, winter unleashed one last furious blast on the 
region, more frigid cold combined with one last big snow storm —and then, a few 
days later, one more big thaw, turning dirt into mud. And yet, for all that, for all the 
hardship, the workers confront the conditions with a laugh and a shrug. “I’m the 
crazy person deciding to stand out there and do this for work,” O’Brien told Genaro. 
Campitelli agreed. “That’s the kind of stuff we’re used to,” he said.

T 'wenty years ago Tidal Surge was making headlines at Pimlico 
Race Course. Serious headlines. Snowden Carter wrote in the 
Daily Racing Form that May, “Now that the king of Maryland 
handicap horses has vacated his throne, who’s to take his place? 
It’s clearly a battle between Cigar and Concern, with Tidal Surge 
an improving contender.” 

Carter penned that column shortly after the son of Little 
Current—Exclusive Case, by Our Native, won the William 
Donald Schaefer Handicap over a field that included Taking 
Risks, Maryland-bred champion older horse of 1994. Taking 
Risks, winner of five stakes that season, was eased after 
fracturing a sesamoid in the 1995 Schaefer. It was a similar 
numbers game for Tidal Surge, with the race marking his fifth 
consecutive win and third stakes victory in 1995. 

Leading up to the Schaefer, Tidal Surge inked wins in the Fire 
Plug Stakes and Jennings Handicap at Old Hilltop as well as a 
pair of allowance races at Laurel Park and Delaware Park. 

Owned by Lloyd Brauninger Jr. and his wife Jacqueline and 
trained throughout his career by Tim Ritchey, Tidal Surge was 
bred by South Carolina rental agent Tom Taylor and foaled at 
Venture Forth Farm in Monkton, Md. Tidal Surge didn’t run 
until his 3-year-old season, but won his first two starts under 
frequent pilot Phil Grove, now a steward with the Maryland 
Jockey Club. Tidal Surge earned his first stakes win in Delaware 


Park’s Charles Staats Memorial in 1994. 
Never worse than sixth in his 30 tests, 
the gelding made just one more start 
after the Schaefer before a bowed 
tendon forced his retirement in 1995, 
leaving him with a record of 11 -4-5 
and $274,453. 

Paul Wilson knew none of this 
when he first saw Tidal Surge four 
years later. The Baltimore County 
native only knew he wanted to adopt 
a retired Thoroughbred. He contacted 
Andre Wheeler, who was then running 
the Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation’s program at the Charles 
Hickey School in suburban Baltimore. 
Wilson’s brother lived near the facility 
and had adopted a few horses for 
himself and his wife, and urged Paul 
to come back home for a visit and 
have a look at what the TRF program 
had to offer. 

“I was around racehorses. I would 
go to the track occasionally,” Wilson 
said. “Growing up in Maryland, it’s 
nothing but Thoroughbreds and I 
always loved them. Farms everywhere 
and I just loved driving around to see them. I’m not as much 
of a racing fan as I am just in awe of these beautiful creatures. 
Being around them and reschooling and retraining them-I’ve 
had a lot of opportunities to do some of that.” 

Wilson’s career in the entertainment industry took him to 
California. An actor in television commercials and what he 
called “B films,” he also wrote, produced and starred in the 
award-winning short film Finding McQueen in 1999. His interest 
in Thoroughbreds never waned, and after several visits and 
consultations with Wheeler, Wilson chose two horses for 
adoption and had them shipped to California. One was a retired 
jumper; the other was Tidal Surge, who had been donated to the 
program upon his retirement. 

“I’m into very natural horsemanship,” Wilson said, “the slow 
process of getting them to work with you. It’s worked incredibly 
well for me.” 

It took a bit of time before it worked incredibly well with 
Tidal Surge, called “Ty” by Wilson. He researched the gelding’s 
background, and through channels was able to reach out to 
Jacqueline Brauninger. Thrilled to learn that her stable star had a 
lifelong home with a devoted owner, she shared photos, articles 
and stories. 

Through contact and conversations with photographer Lydia 
Williams, Wilson met Kevin Grace, a former Maryland Jockey 
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Club employee widely regarded as the reigning authority on 
Little Current. Grace’s input fascinated Wilson. 

“I hadn’t known much about Ty in particular. But in my 
estimation, he really was a good, good racehorse and has royal 
bloodlines. I’d been told he was tough by Andre Wheeler; a very 
difficult horse and they had said he wouldn’t make a good riding 
horse, but that didn’t bother me.” 

Bothered, no, but surprised—perhaps. Wilson started Ty in 
a Western saddle, just trying to get him to relax and chill out 
a bit and found out quickly that the slightest touch of the leg 
immediately shifted the horse into high gear. 

“I tell a lot of people this horse was so fast that you’d just 
touch him on the side and it would be like a Jet Ski taking off. 

On one of the first times I rode him, I had contact lenses in 
that literally ended up blowing to the sides of my face. He didn’t 
know what stop was, what stand still was, nothing.” 

With Wilson’s patience, Ty learned—eventually—and 
progressed. But he was always a showman. He became a bit of 
a novelty at the barn where Wilson boarded, as Quarter Horses 
were more the norm than retired racehorses. He would put on 
such a performance whenever Wilson turned him out that folks 
would congregate just to watch. 

“They had these giant rings at the L.A. Equestrian Center, and 
I’d take him over there and he’d be on his toes. I’d cut him loose 
and he’d just lap that thing. Four white socks, a diamond and 
that bay coat; he’s a beautiful horse. People would just stand on 
the rail and watch him run-because he could FLY.” 

A hack through Burbank’s Griffith Park one day proved to be 
a life-changer. With Ty by then in an English saddle and snaffle 
bit, Wilson was riding along the trail when he passed a woman 
on a rental horse with a guided ride. 

“She looked back and smiled,” Wilson said. “I caught back up 
with her going around again, and I handed her my card and said 
d’ve got some good horses if you want to ride something other 
than that pack mule you’re on.’ Two weeks later she called, we 
had some lunch, and we’ve been married for 10 years now. All 
because of Tidal Surge. He was the reason I was out in that park 
to begin with.” 

Wilson and the former Lyn Laber married in August 2004. 
Both tired of living in Los Angeles, the couple agreed they 
wanted to purchase some land and start a life on their own 
property. Laber’s parents lived in western North Carolina near 
Asheville, and they began sending the newlyweds information on 
real estate in the area. Deciding on a home with six acres and a 
barn in Mills River at the foot of the Blue Ridge Mountains, the 
Wilsons set off for North Carolina with their horses in tow. Now 
25, Ty still thrives. 

“I don’t ride him as much as I used to,” said Wilson. “Not that 
I can’t; he’s still in such good physical shape. He’ll stand on his 
hind legs and take off running. I really feel good about where 
he’s at. I’ve worked very hard to keep him that way. He’s got a 
buddy, they love life down here. They can come and go and do 
what they like.” 

Wilson marvels at the life he has shared with Ty. 

“We’ve been able to do so many cool things, me and this little 
horse. I told Andre Wheeler when I got Ty that I was never 
letting him go.” ^

A slow turn 
for racing, 
drug reform 

M aking real change in Thorough¬ 
bred racing is a litde like making 
a U-turn in an aircraft carrier. Ids 
slow, steady, potentially dangerous and 
pretty delicate. It helps if you lean. 

Much has been written and said in the 
past two years about medication reform. 
Driven by the Mid-Adantic at first, die 
progress has included relatively uniform 
rules, lists of permitted medications, a 
penalty system with points for violations 
(like a driver’s license), the removal of race- 
day medication except Lasix, and more. 

But the ship still isn’t headed the other 
direction, and never will be unless truly 
uniform rules are in place for medication 
violations, rules infractions and penalties. 

In February, the Maryland Jockey Club 
announced it would refuse to take entries 
from trainer Juan Vazquez and ordered his 
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horses removed from stalls at Pimlico Race 
Course. The decision came in response 
to four medication positives accrued in 
December and January by Hector Garcia, 
who was running the Vazquez stable while 
his boss served a six-month suspension for 
an altercation with jockey Trevor McCarthy 
at Delaware Park in June. 

Horses trained by Garcia tested positive 
for the steroid stanozolol three times and 
the sedative xylazine once. Due in part to 
the new multiple medication violation 
points system, the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission suspended Garcia for 13 months. 

Of course, the suspension barely mat¬ 
tered as Vazquez, whose suspension for 
the McCarthy incident was over, could 
return as the trainer of record. 

The MJC shanked that idea, at its tracks 
anyway, with the February move. Vazquez 
and Garcia were no longer permitted on 
the properties. And neither were their 
horses. 

The MJC says the path is legal and 
warranted—the tracks are private property— 
even if it’s forceful and open to all sorts of 
“What if?” discussions. 

The first question got answered rather 
quickly as other regional tracks accepted 
horses trained by Vazquez, who was active 
at Penn National, Parx Racing and Charles 
Town in March—though they had not 
granted him stalls. 

You want an example of what is wrong 
with American Thoroughbred racing? 
Look no further. 

Trainers can be multiple violators of 
various rules and regulations - from dop¬ 
ing horses to trying to punch a jockey—but 
continue to train. Racetracks should not 
have to resort to taking away stalls and 
refusing entries. Racetracks should also 
have confidence that commissions and 
licensing authorities can properly deal with 
violators. Commissions should have the 
authority to create rules that will stand 
up to appeals processes and other legal 
challenges. And real penalties should cross 
state lines. 


By banning Vazquez, a frequent leader 
at individual meets in the region, Maryland 
put itself at a disadvantage in terms of fill¬ 
ing races. His horses started 426 times in 
2014, despite missing several months while 
under suspension, and topped 400 in 2013. 
MJC officials figure they can live with 
fewer runners in exchange for more public 
confidence, a more level playing field and 
maybe-just maybe-more interest from 
other trainers. 

Anyone wishing to push the system in 
Maryland should feel warned. 

The other three trainers hit with steroid 
positives-Ferris Allen III, Scott Lake and 
Jerry Thurston-were not barred from the 
grounds though all faced combinations of 
suspensions and points on their licenses. 

The commission upheld Lake’s penalty 
in an appeal heard March 17. The trainer, 
whose career includes steroid positives 
in Pennsylvania in 2014 and 2013, faced 
a 120-day ban and a $1,000 fine. Allen’s 
appeal was pending. 

So where does any of this leave medica¬ 
tion reform? 

As soon as possible, all states should 
adopt the multiple medication violation 
points system (and add a section to address 
other rules violations, like trying to assault 
another licensee for example). It was cre¬ 
ated by the Association of Racing Com¬ 
missioners International and has thus far 
been fully adopted by eight states (though 
nine others are in the process) according to 
the website horseracingreform.com. 

Similar phrases showing various levels 
of progress turn up all over that website. 
It’s fascinating. I know it’s complicated 
and subject to the varied state racing and 
wagering laws, but nationally recommend¬ 
ed and well-researched rules should not be 
optional. 

I love the progress made in medication 
reform. Given where the sport was, this is 
all new ground. 

But there’s a long way to go. And we 
might need tugboats. ^

Gagliano turns roots in Mid-Atlantic 
racing into top post at The Jockey Club

A t the New York offices of The Jockey Club in the 
heart of midtown Manhattan, president and CEO Jim 
Gagliano hails, as one would expect, from the corner 
office. Not as commodious or luxuriously appointed as those 
of other Manhattan high-flyers, the modest space nonetheless 
occupies a highly coveted bit of New York City real estate, look¬ 
ing out at East 51st Street, nesded between Park and Madison. 
It’s a long way from the mailroom at Monmouth Park. 


That’s where Gagliano got his start in 
Thoroughbred racing, at his hometown 
track when he was still in high school. His 
father Thomas’ law office sat across the 
street from the track in Oceanport, N.J., 
the town in which Gagliano lived until he 
was 5 years old, when his family moved 
to nearby Holmdel, in the heart of New 
Jersey’s horse country 

The Gaglianos’ ties to Monmouth ran 
deep: Thomas had worked at the track 
when he was in high school and college, 
becoming friendly with its owners, among 
them the Iselins, the Hesses, the Wardells. 
He met his wife there, and when their son 
John needed a summer job, they helped 
him get a spot in the track’s mailroom. 
When John gave up that position for a 
Manhattan internship, Jim followed in his 
footsteps in 1983, returning to Monmouth 
every summer until he graduated from 
Providence College in 1987. 


“It was the perfect summer job,” said 
Gagliano. 

He was no stranger to the track, having 
attended regularly with his family as a child. 
A New Jersey state senator, Gagliano’s 
father would bring the family on the track’s 
Senate Day, to dress up and sit in the boxes. 
And upon graduation from college, the 
younger Gagliano parlayed that perfect 
summer job into full-time employment. A 
history major who had also taken journal¬ 
ism courses, he went to work in the track’s 
press box, writing feature stories in a sum¬ 
mer that provided plenty. 

Bet Twice beat Alysheba by a neck in 
the Haskell that year. Lady’s Secret raced at 
Monmouth three times that summer, win¬ 
ning two allowance races —one the last vic¬ 
tory in her Hall of Fame career—and fin¬ 
ishing second in the Molly Pitcher. Angel 
Cordero Jr. won his 6,000th race that sum¬ 
mer in Oceanport. 


“It was a magical summer,” Gagliano 
reflected. “That was when the press box 
was full of writers. Bob Harding, Bill 
Handleman, Tom Luicci, Bill Finley-they 
were all regulars and I really enjoyed get¬ 
ting to know them and trying to supply 
them with stories.” 

But Gagliano’s career as a turf writer 
was short-lived: on the advice of men 
like Hal Handel, Bobby Kulina and Lou 
Raffetto—all at the time working in New 
Jersey racing—the recent graduate shipped 
north to The Meadowlands for the fall to 
work in the racing office. Gaining experi¬ 
ence in how races are put together in the 
days before computers were commonplace 
at racetracks, Gagliano was on “the stick 
team,” responsible for literally cutting and 
pasting owner, jockey and trainer informa¬ 
tion from old programs onto entry blanks. 

Handel had begun working at the New 
Jersey tracks in 1986, and Gagliano was 
what he called “an inherited employee.” 
But he remembered the summer kid who 
worked in the mailroom and encouraged 
him to take on a variety of roles in order 
to earn “a post-graduate degree in racing,” 
said Handel last month. 

“Some people just strike you, whether 
it’s maturity or brains,” he said. “We had a 
long talk before he went back to college for 
his senior year about whether he wanted to 
go to law school or get a job in the racing 
industry.” 

Deferring law school—permanently, as 
it would turn out—Gagliano returned to 
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President and chief executive officer of The Jockey Club , Jim Gagiiano speaks 
frequently for racing. He started his career in the Monmouth Park mail room and 
also worked at Philadelphia Park and the Maryland Jockey Club tracks. 


Monmouth in early 1988 to coordinate the 
track's marketing services, a position he 
held for three years, heading back to The 
Meadowlands as director of operations in 
1991. He was 26 years old. 

And he was working in a kind of heyday 
for New Jersey racing. The new Garden 
State Park had been open for just a few 
years; Atlantic City Race Course was doing 
a bang-up nighttime business; Freehold, 
said Gagiiano, was thriving; and The 
Meadowlands was the track that everyone 
in New Jersey looked up to. 

A big part of that success, in Gagliano's 
estimation, was that the track had embraced 
full-card simulcasting. 

‘We were one of the early adopters and 
we became the highest grossing facility in 
the country of its type,” he explained. 

Calling him a “really superior opera¬ 
tional racing executive,” Handel praised 
Gagliano's skill at delegating authority. 

“He was very good at understanding 
the big picture,” he said. “He didn't get 
bogged down in minutiae.” 

Gagiiano and Handel agree on the big 
picture of an initiative they worked on 
together in the fall of 1994, but their 
memories of its details diverge. 

The New York Rangers had won the 
Stanley Cup that June, but NHL own¬ 
ers locked out the players that fall in a 
labor dispute. One of the Rangers, Ed 
Olczyk, was a racetrack regular who'd 
made some handicapping appearances at 
Assiniboia Downs during a stint playing 
for the Winnipeg Jets. With no hockey to 
play, Olczyk headed to the Big M. 

“He'd come into our office to say hello 
and we'd give him a program,” remem¬ 
bered Gagiiano. ‘We thought it would be a 
neat opportunity to have him do some race 
analysis for the Meadowlands. 

“I don't remember exactly whose idea it 
was,” he said with a smile. “But I maintain 
it's mine. He was instantly a hit.” 

And in what appears to have become a 
bit of shtick between them, Handel good- 
naturedly, and predictably, disagreed. 

‘We have very different versions of that 
event,” he said. “Each of us wants to take 
credit for it.” 

And given Olczyk's post-NHL success, 
who can blame them? A regular on NBC 
hockey telecasts, Olczyk also appeared 
last year on the network's coverage of the 
Saratoga meet and the Breeders' Cup. 

After more than a decade working on 
the New Jersey circuit, Gagiiano followed 
Handel to Philadelphia Park in Bensalem, 
Pa. As the vice president of operations, 
he oversaw not only the racetrack (which 
started out as Keystone and is now Parx), 


but also the track's phone wagering, which 
would evolve to Internet wagering and off¬ 
track betting, the latter of which expanded 
under Gagliano's watch. 

“We were forerunners of using CRM 
technology to understand and incentivize 
our customers,” he said. ‘We were able to 
know what they did on track or at home, 
on the phone or online, as well as at the 
OTB. We had an elaborate rewards pro¬ 
gram that took care of our best players, 
but that also recognized our regular players 
as well.” 

During his time in Pennsylvania, Gagii¬ 
ano also oversaw a multi-million dollar 
renovation at Philadelphia Park and began 


representing the track's ownership in dis¬ 
cussions with state government, giving the 
man who at one point thought he'd be a 
lawyer his first real sense of how govern¬ 
ment works. 

“I learned what stories the government 
wants to hear about the racing business,” 
he said. “I think we got their attention by 
making investments in the things that gov¬ 
ernment provided, like favorable OTB and 
ADW laws. It showed our commitment to 
investing back in the business.” 

Continuing his move southward along 
the eastern seaboard—though he never 
re-located from his hometown in New 
Jersey—Gagiiano left Philadelphia Park to

work with Magna Entertainment Corpor¬ 
ation, specifically on MEC's network of 
OTBs associated with its tracks across the 
country For the first time, he had a job that 
required extensive travel, as Magna at that 
point had tracks in Iowa, Oregon, Ohio 
and Oklahoma, in addition to properties in 
California and Maryland. 

By this time Gagliano and his wife 
Rozie, whom he had met-where else?-at 
Monmouth Park, had young children, so 
while he enjoyed the MEC work, the trav¬ 
eling was tough. For a time he was able 
to focus his work in Maryland, where he 
reunited with his Monmouth co-worker 
Lou Raffetto and got to know Joe and 
Karin De Francis, whom he listed among 
the highlights of his Magna tenure, along 
with the opportunity to work in a state 
with deep roots in racing. 

And then The Jockey Club came calling. 

Gagliano had met then-president and 
CEO Alan Marzelli several years earlier, 
during negotiations over a contract dispute 
between Magna and The Jockey Club. 
Gagliano joined the organization in 2005 as 


executive vice president and chief adminis¬ 
trative officer, with the understanding, said 
Marzelli when he stepped down in 2009, 
that Gagliano would eventually assume the 
role of president and CEO. 

“When an opportunity opened up to 
help Alan, I jumped at it,” Gagliano said. 

Inside the suite of offices occupied by 
The Jockey Club, the walls of the narrow 
hallways sport equine art depicting the 
long history of Thoroughbred racing, a 
history that The Jockey Club has been a 
part of in the United States since the late 
19th century, when it was formed “not 
only to encourage the development of the 
Thoroughbred horse, but to establish rac¬ 
ing on such a footing that it may command 
the interests as well as the confidence and 
favorable opinion of the public.” 

Those early leaders, among them James 
Keene and August Belmont, were frus¬ 
trated by the variety of local leadership of 
New York's racetracks. Concerned with 
matters of wagering, respectability and 
integrity, that early edition of The Jockey 
Club had more authority than today's ver¬ 


sion, comprising as it did many of the men 
who owned the racetracks themselves. 

But even without statutory control, 
today's organization exerts considerable 
influence and embraces similar goals to 
its 19th century progenitor, and that, says 
Gagliano, is what he likes about his work. 

“We get involved in commercial busi¬ 
nesses, we get involved in advocacy, we 
get involved in the welfare and safety of 
the horse,” he said. “It's all for a purpose: 
to improve this business of racing and 
breeding. 

‘When I talk about people that work 
for us,” he went on, “to a man or a woman, 
it's the same. I've worked in other busi¬ 
nesses where people were punching the 
clock. People work here because they really 
enjoy this business. I think that's unique 
and that's why I like it.” 

While perhaps most often thought of as 
the breed registry for the Thoroughbred— 
without its imprimatur, your horse can't 
race—The Jockey Club comprises a num¬ 
ber of other business, mostly for-profit, 
including the InCompass system used by 
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racetracks to track various types of data, from the equipment a 
horse wears, to its behavior at the starting gate, to the results of 
pre-race exams. Its Grayson-Jockey Club Research Foundation, 
one of two non-profits, provides funding to equine medical 
research, while The Jockey Club Safety Net Foundation supports 
industry workers who require financial support for medical needs. 

Recendy, The Jockey Club added The Blood-Horse magazine 
to its holdings, purchasing a 51-percent share of the publication 
from Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders of America. 

“It’s an important business,” Gagliano said of the purchase. 
“For many years, The Blood-Horse has been an important part of 
racing. All publications are challenged in the digital era, but I think 
that it can be sustainable and important and something owners 
and breeders can really value.” 

Given The Jockey Club’s public stance on matters such as 
raceday Lasix—though legal in every racing jurisdiction, the orga¬ 
nization opposes its use—and its call for federal intervention in 
racing, both positions that have met with wide industry opposi¬ 
tion, Gagliano said the magazine will “publish articles that matter 
to its readers.” 

“The advantage of the digital age,” he explained, “is that you 
can really know how much readers are responding. You can tell 
which stories you’ve knocked out of the park and which ones you 
haven’t. We’ll write and place content that is most attractive to our 
readership.” 

Even if that content flies in the face of the priorities of The 
Jockey Club? 

“We’re for balanced points of view, absolutely,” he said. “Good 
journalism is balanced points of view.” 

He’s come a long way from that summer job at Monmouth 
Park, a long way from that high-school kid in the mailroom. But 
in that corner office in Manhattan, a piece of those days lingers. 
On a credenza, Gagliano keeps a 1987 photo of him on the back- 
stretch at Monmouth, standing with Alysheba and his trainer Jack 
Van Berg. 

Gagliano doesn’t get to the races that often these days, but last 
year, during a summer vacation at a rented beach house, Gagliano 
asked his wife if she wanted to go to Monmouth. She grew up 
going to the races; her father owned Thoroughbreds, and like 
Gagliano, she has fond memories of days spent at the track. 

“So the two of us went,” related Gagliano, “and we sat and 
watched the races and bet on a couple. I didn’t make a penny, but 
it was a beautiful day, and I couldn’t think of a more valuable way 
to spend it. 

“ ‘Next time,’ I said to Rozie, ‘Next time we have to bring four 
or five other people, because this was just terrific.’” ^

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The wrong 
kind of news 

Surprising number of steroid positives 
lead to action regionally, globally

A nabolic steroids returned to the headlines in early 2015 and this 
time news had little to do with juiced baseball players, pumped 
up track-and-field stars or even the horse and trainer who 
became the poster boys for the substances during their star-crossed run in 
the Triple Crown nearly seven years ago. 

Steroids, or more specifically suspensions for the use of compounded 
substances that resemble those banned for use in close proximity to 
races by commissions across the country, were front and center in early 
February when four trainers were hit with suspensions for positive tests in 
winning horses that raced at Laurel Park in late 2014. 


The positives were not a complete 
shock, they certainly occur in racing and 
sometimes even involve high-profile con¬ 
ditioners albeit typically not for steroids 
such as the compounded version of the 
former Winstrol known as stanozolol. 
They were surprising, especially consider¬ 
ing positives for anabolic steroids have 
been so rare and because, at least based on 
an unscientific survey and a few anecdotal 
cases, the use of the substances dwindled 
significantly in recent years. 


“Winstrol, Tm not sure when they 
stopped making the real Winstrol, but 
almost all of it now is compounded,” 
said racetrack veterinarian Dr. John Sivick, 
VMD. “I tried to get a bottle for a guy who 
wanted to try it on a horse that was laid up 
for the winter. We finally did get a bottle 
but we had to call three or four different 
compounders. There are not a whole lot of 
people making it now.” 

Sivick estimates that there is only that 
single bottle in the entire Laurel-based 


practice of Yergey, Stewart, Vallance and 
Associates where he works. 

“What happened was people—when 
it was first banned in 2009 or 2010, right 
after the Big Brown thing and that whole 
fiasco—just stopped using it,” Sivick said. 
“My clients stopped. Basically people don’t 
want to mess with it. Pennsylvania was 
the first to test and they had positives. 
People got scared and nobody used it. I 
guess maybe people started using it, it got 
through once or twice, maybe.” 

Two trainers - Jerry Thurston and Ferris 
Allen III-were hit with just a single posi¬ 
tive for races Dec. 12 and Dec. 13, respec¬ 
tively. The other two trainers-Hector 
Garcia and Scott Lake—were caught twice 
each in a month’s span in late 2014. Lake’s 
positives were Nov. 19 and Dec. 18, while 
Garcia’s positives were Dec. 6 and 19. 

All the positives were for stanozolol 
(the former Winstrol), which along with 
boldenone (Equipoise), testosterone and 
nandrolone were the four anabolic ste¬ 
roids regulators recommended for a 30-day 
withdrawal time back in 2008. The recom¬ 
mendations were adopted by several rac¬ 
ing states, including the Maryland Racing 
Commission, and came shortly after the 
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since banned trainer Rick Dutrow pub¬ 
licly discussed Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Preakness-Gl winner Big Brown receiv¬ 
ing steroids during his career. The word 
steroids in headlines at that time clearly 
put a negative light on the industry, real or 
perceived, and the actions of commissions 
to curb their use proved beneficial. 

A published report based on a study of 
the Association of Racing Commissioners 
International database by The Blood-Horse 
showed a sharp drop in steroid positives in 
the last five years —16 in 2010, six in 2011, 
seven in 2012, eight in 2013 and just four 
from Jan. 1 to Nov. 18, 2014. The six posi¬ 
tives in Maryland bumped the total to 10, 
the largest number since 2010. 

Anabolic steroids were not included 
on the revised medication regulations that 


were implemented by the Maryland Racing 
Commission Jan. 1,2014. The regulations - 
which allow Lasix on race day and pro¬ 
hibit adjunct bleeder medications within 24 
hours-consist of 24 therapeutic medica¬ 
tions “that have been recognized as neces¬ 
sary in the routine treatment of illness or 
injury in the horse.” 

The Maryland regulations do not allow 
stanozolol at any level. 

“Maybe Tm being naive, but I thought 
it was gone,” said New York-based trainer 
Rick Violette, president of the New York 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Association 
and the National THA. 

Violette said he was surprised to learn 
of the positives, especially after his own 
experiences last summer, and said he was 
critical of steroid use at some of the 
National THA meetings this winter in 
Florida. 

“Last summer I tried to get some,” 
Violette said. “I have a 15-year-old, now 
he's 16, pony, an ex-racehorse with EPM, 
had some weight falling off of him and I 


was looking to try to get, whether it was 
Winstrol, testosterone, Equipoise, just get 
a couple shots into him to help him out. 
I went through my vets, friends of my 
vets, old vets, nobody had it in New York. 
Nobody's using it, they didn't have it in 
stock. 

“Frankly I was quite surprised and to be 
honest pretty disappointed that it reared its 
head. It's not supposed to be in the game 
and people flirting with it was kind of dis¬ 
appointing. The people who want to take 
shots at the industry unfortunately they use 
instances like this to their advantage and it 
hurts the game in general.” 

MJC Response 

Response and action to the steroid posi¬ 
tives in late 2014 and another in early 2015 - 


aside from the suspensions handed to the 
trainers-came regionally and globally. 

The Maryland Jockey Club acted swiftly, 
evicting Garcia and trainer Juan Vazquez 
from their Pimlico stalls in February and 
refusing to accept entries from either. 
Vazquez was in the midst of a suspension 
for his role in an altercation with jockey 
Trevor McCarthy at Delaware Park in June. 
Because of that suspension, Garcia moved 
up from his assistant's role to the trainer of 
record for the stable. 

In addition to his two steroid posi¬ 
tives in late 2014, Garcia was the trainer 
of record of a horse that won and test¬ 
ed positive for the tranquilizer xylazine 
and another horse that tested positive 
for stanozolol in January. Garcia was hit 
with a 13-month suspension, the longest 
of the four trainers. Lake was suspended 
120 days (doubled from 60 because of an 
earlier steroid violation at Penn National 
in 2014), Thurston 30 days and Allen 15 
days. Thurston accepted the suspension 
and served his 30 days, while Lake and 


Allen appealed their suspensions. All were 
hit with points on their licenses under the 
new multiple medication violation system 
adopted last year by Maryland and other 
states. 

The commission upheld Lake's suspen¬ 
sion at a hearing March 17, while Allen's 
hearing was delayed until the commission's 
April meeting. 

“I served my 15 days and I paid the fine 
[of $1,000], which I hope to get back,” 
Allen said. “I didn't want to act like I was 
trying to dodge that. . . The rest of it is 
under appeal. The points and the disquali¬ 
fication.” 

Allen's positive test came after Richard's 
Gold, a then 2-year-old first-time starter by 
Lion Hearted, won a maiden claiming race 
going 6 furlongs. Allen said Richard's Gold 
was given stanozolol as part of his post- 
surgical treatment 37 days before he raced 
in the third race Dec. 13. 

Allen said Richard's Gold was just one 
of two horses in his care that received 
stanozolol in 2014. 

“It was to help him rehab from his 
surgery,” Allen said. “That's the long and 
the short of it. The other horse I gave it 
to in 2014 was a horse that came in off the 
farm very underweight. Too underweight 
to train so we gave her a dose of stanozo¬ 
lol and it helped her rebound from what I 
think was a sickness or malnutrition on the 
farm she came from.” 

Regarding Garcia, the MJC took issue 
with the laundry list of positives and dis¬ 
ciplinary actions against him and Vazquez 
and with the attending veterinarian for the 
pair, Dr. Kaelynn Moury, who is Vazquez's 
wife. 

Sal Sinatra, the MJC's vice president 
and general manager, said the trainers and 
their veterinarian were a case of “people 
circumventing the rules.” 

‘You had one vet treating for just those 
two trainers and that was it,” Sinatra said. 
“And it happened to be the wife of the 
suspended trainer. You had a suspended 
trainer calling and making entries, you had 
a suspended trainer calhng and complain¬ 
ing about the stalls, how they needed more 
stalls. So it was one in the same. The poor 
guy who was filling in gets multiple posi¬ 
tives, about a week before the other guy is 
getting his days back. We just weren't going 
to allow that to happen.” 

Moury was not asked to leave despite 
Garcia's positives because her only cli¬ 
ents at MJC tracks were her husband and 
Garcia, Sinatra said. He acknowledged that 
Moury's situation sorted itself out because 
she doesn't work with any other clients,

and reiterated the warning against others 
acting in a similar manner. 

Sinatra said he and Tim Ritvo, chief 
operating officer of The Stronach Group, 
met with veterinarians earlier this year and 
warned them against “a rash of any posi¬ 
tives” steroids or otherwise. 

“Let’s say it’s steroids and the same vets 
are treating all the guys that are coming up 
with the positives, then you’re going to be 
asked to leave, too,” Sinatra said. “They 
have a responsibility to know what the 
rules are. Obviously the rules of racing are 
trainer responsibility, but at some point it’s 
private property, he can go practice some¬ 
where else, too. They agreed. It was a good 
meeting with the vets. But we wanted them 
to know they’re under the same microscope 
as the horsemen are. If the rules don’t give 
them days, we can ask them to leave.” 

Laurel-based trainer Tim Keefe, presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, agrees with the 
position MJC has taken with trainers and 
veterinarians. 

“Ultimately things aren’t going to get 
better until you make trainers accountable 
for what they do,” he said. “I don’t think 
it’s rampant, but you have to figure out a 
way to prevent [cheating] from happening. 
When trainers get penalties, they have to 
mean something.” 

Global News 

In late February the British Horseracing 
Authority announced plans to enact its 
much-discussed Equine Anti-Doping 
Rules in March. The policies include a 
zero-tolerance approach to anabolic ste¬ 
roids and it got the attention of a large 
and prominent group of North American 
organizations and sales companies. 

The BHA rules essentially state that a 
racehorse cannot be administered anabolic 
steroids at any point in its life and that any 
horse administered an anabolic steroid will 
be removed from training for 12 months 
and be ineligible to race in England for 14 
months. 

The North American group that was 
“highly supportive of the aims of the 
BHA’s enhanced anti-doping rules,” were 
The Jockey Club, Thoroughbred Owners 


and Breeders Association, Breeders’ Cup 
Ltd., Keeneland Association, Consignors 
and Breeders Association, Fasig-Tipton 
Co., Barretts Equine Ltd. and state breed¬ 
ers organizations from Kentucky, Florida 
and New York. 

“The global nature of Thoroughbred 
breeding, racing, and sales relies heavily 
on international harmonization of rules, 
particularly in the area of medication, and 
these new rules move all of us further 
down that road,” the group said in a state¬ 
ment. “We also appreciate that the BHA 
has acknowledged some of the practical 
and logistical challenges of implementing 
these new rules. We trust that this recogni¬ 
tion will yield an open and ongoing dialog 
among our organizations, BHA officials 
and other constituencies. We look forward 
to the publication of critical information 
regarding testing protocols and the labora¬ 
tories, in the United States and elsewhere, 
that have been accredited to conduct the 
tests. . . 

“In short, the BHA’s new anti-doping 
rules bring further international harmoni¬ 
zation to Thoroughbred racing and clearly 
demonstrate that Thoroughbred racing is 
following the lead of other international 
sports in reaffirming its commitment to 
the integrity of competition by banning 
steroid use.” 

Keeneland and Fasig-Tipton imple¬ 
mented steroid testing policies banning 


their use within 45 days of a sale in 2008. 
The policies are outlined in both Keene- 
land’s and Fasig-Tipton’s conditions of sale 
and allow buyers to rescind a sale if a horse 
they purchased tests positive. 

Sinatra said The Stronach Group was 
considering its own set of integrity guide¬ 
lines in the wake of the steroid positives. 

He added that the MJC is also in the 
process of installing surveillance cameras 
in the barns, tightening up third-party 
Lasix administration and working with 
horsemen on a plan that will allow the 
return of a claimed horse that comes back 
with a positive test. 

“This has all been positive; they’re all 
just waiting for us to kick out the next 
one,” Sinatra said. “Everybody wants a 
level playing field and as close to clean 
as you can be. Without integrity, our fans 
aren’t going to bet and owners aren’t going 
to get in the game. 

“Right now we’re talking with our 
other tracks and horsemen’s groups about 
putting together our own integrity rules 
amongst the Stronach tracks. Especially 
when you look at positives and days, and 
they flip horses back and forth from trainer 
to assistants. I’m a proponent of what they 
do at Santa Anita, print the sub trainer or 
assistant trainer’s name. It’s for public per¬ 
ception, Who is that person?’ I know it’s a 
little extra work for the racing office, but 
the fans need to know.” ^

Matchless Mare 

Mushka hits it big with sales results 
for Pennsylvania’s Brushwood Stable 

By Joe Clancy 


B y numbers alone, Mushka might be 
the best broodmare to set foot in the 
Mid-Adantic region. Relax, that's a 
stretch, hyperbole, ballyhoo, a joke and/or 
anything else you want to call it. 

But she's some mare. 

Owned by Betty Moran's Brushwood 
Stable, Mushka resides in Kentucky 
(probably permanendy now) but has a 
Pennsylvania-bred 2-year-old filly named 
Crowned with Darley. She's Mushka's sec¬ 
ond foal. 

The first, Heyaarat, is a 4-year-old who 
won his 2015 debut at Gulfs tre am Park for 
trainer Kiaran McLaughlin and Shadwell 
Stable in March. 


Both sold for seven figures as year¬ 
lings, while luring two of the industry's 
biggest names as buyers. Heyaarat (by 
Distorted Humor) brought $1.65 mil¬ 
lion at Keeneland September in 2012 and 
Crowned (by Bernardini) reached $1.2 mil¬ 
lion at Keeneland September 2013. 

The momentum stopped there, how¬ 
ever, as they are Mushka's only two foals. 

“I believe this mare is going to be a top 
broodmare based on what the foals have 
looked like, her racing record, her family,” 
said Moran's advisor Reiley McDonald of 
Eaton Sales. “It's sad not to be able to get 
on with it and see some of these good 
horses go on. We missed two years. We 


were having some trouble getting her in 
foal.” 

McDonald thinks that is behind them 
and reported Mushka is in foal on a 
2015 cover to Bernardini. The 10-year- 
old daughter of Empire Maker and the 
Seeking the Gold mare Sluice is boarded at 
Creekview Farm in Paris, Ky., and won't be 
back at Moran's farm in Pennsylvania any 
time soon. 

“She'll probably stay right here and not 
be moved around,” said the Kentucky- 
based McDonald. “Why take any more 
risk? The good news we're back on track 
with her. Sadly, we missed two years prov¬ 
ing how good she is.”

Her two foals will get a chance to do 
that. Heyaarat won a Belmont Park maiden 
special weight on the turf last summer and 
has now won back-to-back races. Crowned, 
who shares a name with a Maryland-bred 
star from the 1990s, was prepping in Aiken 
with eyes on a 2-year-old campaign. 

Both horses flatter their mother, 
McDonald said. 

“Heyaarat was the sales-topper at 
Keeneland his year,” he said. “He was a 
big, leggy colt, with a massive shoulder and 
just had that profile and leg to him that 
made him look like a two-turn horse. The 
filly that sold last year was the same 
way—big, leggy and just a massive shoulder 
that you see on so many of the top horses.” 

McDonald remembered more than her 
build from her time at the sales, however. 

“She had a great mind,” he said. “She 
was way over-scoped and showed more 
than any horse at the sale and she never got 
tired. She just kept on walking that walk 
and looking the way she does.” 

Mushka was good from the beginning, 
too. Bred by Diane Snowden, the dark bay 
sold for $1.6 million to top the 2006 Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga yearling sale. Her dam 
won a stakes and earned $202,453. Second 
dam Lakeway was a multiple Grade 1 win¬ 
ner of almost $1 million. 

Third dam Milliardaire was a full-sister 
to the brilliant Saratoga Six. Fourth dam 
Priceless Fame was a full-sister to Bold 


Forbes, who won two-thirds of the Triple 
Crown in 1976. 

Mushka won two of her first three, 
including the Grade 2 Demoiselle, for 
trainer Bill Mott but owner Zayat Stable 
put her in the Keeneland November Sale 
of 2008. 

Moran, always on the lookout for 
top-class broodmare prospects, spent 
$2.4 million and left the filly with Mott. 
Mushka finished 10th in her first start in 
Brushwood green to start 2009, but was 
one of the nation’s best by year’s end. 
She won the Grade 3 Glens Falls on turf 
at Saratoga, prevailed by disqualification 
in the Grade 1 Spinster on Poly track at 
Keeneland and was second in the Grade 
1 Breeders’ Cup Ladies’ Classic on Santa 
Anita’s all-weather track. 

She made two more starts in 2010, but 
was always destined to be a mother and 
retired with $1,096,125 earned from 19 
starts (six wins). 

“She’s a big, pretty, rangy mare,” said 
McDonald. “She won the Spinster on a 
DQ, but really got slammed and deserved 
to win. She ran a huge race in the Breeders’ 
Cup. She ran on anything-dirt, grass, all- 
weather. She was very versatile and very 
talented.” 

Mushka has been bred to the best. 
She produced Heyaarat in 2011, and was 
bred to Malibu Moon but did not pro¬ 


duce a foal. She had Crowned in 2013, 
and was bred back to Distorted Humor 
with no luck. Last year, she was bred to 
Giant’s Causeway. Her 2015 partner was 
Bernardini, and so far so good. 

McDonald called Mushka Moran’s 
favorite mare. 

“She’s so pretty, and Mrs. Moran had 
so much fun racing her,” he said. “We sit 
down to do our mating meetings and she 
gets more pleasure out of choosing—as 
she puts it—a husband for Mushka. She’s 
as interested in picking the right horse for 
Mushka as any of them.” 

Brushwood expects to have 11 mares 
in Kentucky to be bred this year, with 
three going to leading sire Tapit. The band 
includes Trail Magic (whose Malibu Moon 
filly brought $610,000 last year), Unrivaled 
Belle (whose Medaglia d’Oro filly brought 
$320,000), Mucho Macho Man’s dam 
Ponche de Leona (whose yearling colt by 
Distorted Humor sells this fall) and others. 

In late February, the Pennsylvania farm 
was expecting eight foals this year. The 
group will no doubt make an impact, 
thanks to an emphasis on quality. Last year, 
16 yearlings bred in the region brought 
$250,000 or more. Five were bred by 
Brushwood, including three of the top 
four. 

“It’s a small broodmare band,” McDon¬ 
ald said, “but it’s as good as it gets.” ^

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Local Heroes 

Streaking Lady Sabelia, Graham 
capture Grade 2 Barbara Fritchie at Laurel

R ain. Snow. Ice. Wind. Cold. Hats. Gloves. Boots. Gray sky. Frozen 
buckets. Closed racetrack. 

. Oh the joys of winter racing at Laurel Park, which at times in 
February felt more like Montana than Maryland. Things warmed up con¬ 
siderably—in spirit anyway—over the President’s Day Weekend as six stakes 
worth $950,000 headlined the Feb. 14th (Saturday) and 16th (Monday) 
cards. Laurel-based horses won four of the six and nobody did the locals 
more proud than Lady Sabelia, who ruled the Grade 2 Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap on Valentine’s Day. 
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Racing for Marylanders Frank and 
Ginny Wright, the 5-year-old mare shot to 
an immediate lead on nine rivals including 
California-based Grade 1 winner Sam’s 
Sister. After an opening quarter-mile in 
:22.67, Lady Sabelia led by a length and had 
the others scrambling. They were in even 
deeper trouble after a half-mile in :45.61. 

Lady Sabelia led by 3A lengths after 

6 furlongs in 1:10.18 and the race was 
over, with a furlong to go. She won by 1 V 2 
lengths over her co-second choice Princess 
Violet with longshot Expression third after 

7 furlongs in 1:23.14. Favorite Sam’s Sister, 
shipped east by Hall of Fame trainer 
Jerry Hollendorfer, finished fourth in the 
$300,000 stakes. 

Ridden by Horacio Karamanos, Lady 
Sabelia stretched her winning streak to four 
while becoming a graded stakes winner. 
She also added a dose of heat to trainer 
Robin Graham’s barn. 

“It’s the absolute best,” said Graham 
of a hometown graded stakes victory. “It’s 
right here at home with all your friends 
and people you know. It’s not February for 
a few days.” 

Bred in Kentucky, Lady Sabelia can’t 
quite turn winter in summer but she’s 
doing her part with eight wins from her 
first 14 starts. The success has come slowly, 
as she was a maiden until October of her 
3-year-old season, but also rewarded the 
patience of her connections with $518,465 
earned in a lithe over two years of racing. 

Graham credits Lady Sabelia’s mental 
ability as much as her physical. 











“She never really surprises me/’ said 
the trainer. “Every time you ask her to do 
something she just steps up and does it. 

“She’s absolutely as honest as can be. 
She knows what she’s doing. She’s so cool 
about stuff and that helps her. She hasn’t 
been rushed and has just taken each thing 
as it comes along. She can settle after she 
runs a race and get ready for the next one. 
She’s ready for the next thing every time.” 

The next thing will be even headier 
competition and a potential trip to Keene- 
land for the Grade 1 Madison April 4. 

The 7-furlong stakes has been won by 
champions Judy the Beauty, Groupie Doll 


and Informed Decision among others. 
Lady Sabelia has earned her chance. 

“I kind of feel like I owe it to her to try 
and see how she handles the track and 
shipping, and obviously the company,” said 
Graham. “She shipped to Monmouth [a 
stakes win last summer] and did fine. If it’s 
too much we can always back up and 
regroup and take a different tack. I’d hate 
to not do it and always wonder. I almost 
feel like apologizing to her if I don’t step 
her up.” 

Lady Sabelia hails from a family with 
deep Maryland roots. The Wrights bred 
her dam, Terra Maria, and granddam, Miss 


Rolla Punch, who are by long-established 
Maryland leading sires, Citidancer and Two 
Punch, respectively. 

The Wrights have had horses with 
Graham for decades and kept several 
broodmares when they sold their Maryland 
farm, Hundngfields, in 2009. Bred to Cool- 
more’s Majestic Warrior, Terra Maria pro¬ 
duced Lady Sabelia in 2010. The mare 
foaled a Cowboy Cal filly in 2011 (named 
Terra Aqua, who has yet to start), and 
although she has been bred each of the 
past four seasons, including last year to 
Maryland stallion Street Magician, she has 
failed to produce a foal since. ^

New York-based Misconnect rallies late 
to claim Grade 3 General George

T he race was over. Cutty Shark had opened an insurmount¬ 
able lead in midstretch and his competition in the General 
George Handicap-G3 looked spent. Even track announcer Dave 
Rodman-who has called a race or two at Laurel Park—couldn’t envision 
an outcome other than the one that seemed inevitable. 


“Cutty Shark’s in front at the three 
Rodman said, “and pulling away.” 

It was time for Rodman to move on to 
who would finish behind the winner. But 
just as he did that, another horse that had 
been hard-ridden with little advance for 
the preceding quarter mile, re-kicked as if 
he had just been asked for run. With less 
than 100 yards to go, Misconnect began to 
slice into Cutty Shark’s lead. With 30 yards 
left, the margin was cut in half, and then 
the gap shrunk more rapidly. At the wire, a 
resurgent Misconnect was a neck in front. 


-sixteenths pole with Forest Boyce,” 


Sure, Cutty Shark showed visible signs 
of fatigue-shortening stride despite 
Boyce’s urging. But Misconnect possessed 
another gear, a rare dimension of grit that 
enabled him to emerge victorious in the 
$250,000 headliner to the Feb. 16 card. 

“I thought he was going to be second,” 
said Bruce Levine, who trains Misconnect. 
“It didn’t look like he was going to catch 
[Cutty Shark]. Then, he just kind of kicked 
in the last sixteenth and surged.” 


It was the first stakes win for the 4-year- 
old ridgling. The son of Unbridled’s Song 
and the Summer Squall mare Summer 
Raven was bred in Kentucky by Alpha 
Delta Stables and is based in New York 
with Levine for owner Mike Repole. 

Misconnect, 11-1 in the field of 12, ran 
7 furlongs in 1:24.67. Behind Misconnect 
and Cutty Shark, who was nearly 25-1, 
came Souper Knight (27-1) and Perilous 
Indian (131-1). Post-time favorite Bourbon 
Courage and Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash winner and second choice Zee Bros 
finished 10th and 11th, respectively. 

Levine credited Kendrick Carmouche 
with the win. The trainer said the only 
advice he gave was to stay off the rail, 
which he feared would be deep and poten¬ 
tially taxing. Despite breaking from post 
two, Carmouche kept the horse off the 
inside, before swinging wide off the turn. 

“He give him a super ride,” Levine said. 
“He just rode him perfectly. I mean, he 
couldn’t ride him any better.” 

Carmouche, a longtime Mid-Atlantic- 
based journeyman, first rode Misconnect 
in his race prior to the General George, the 
1-mile and 70-yard Jazil Stakes Jan. 19 at 
Aqueduct. Misconnect led at the 6-furlong 
mark before tiring to finish a well-beaten 
fourth in a field of six. 

Carmouche noticed a pattern as he 
reviewed Misconnect’s prior races. 

“If you look at his form, he only wins 
the last sixteenth of his races,” Carmouche 
said. “He will not win at the quarter pole 
if you make the lead, he will not win at the 
eighth pole if you make the lead, but if 
he’s in contention at the sixteenth pole he 
will win. It lets you know you can’t be too 
far out of it. She [Forest Boyce] pushed 
the button at the quarter pole. I just had 
to keep my horse motivated and in conten¬ 
tion until the sixteenth pole.” 
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So, while it might have appeared that 
Mis connect was finished inside the eighth 
pole, Carmouche said his plan was to only 
ask the horse for what was necessary to 
remain in “striking position” late. 

Clearly, it worked. 


“Hats off to Mr. Bruce Levine and Mr. 
Repole” Carmouche said. “They’ve done a 
great job with this horse, having him ready 
for this race off a long distance. Lm just 
glad that I was aboard him.” 


Misconnect bumped his career mark to 
four wins from nine races and $327,100 in 
earnings. Levine said Misconnect would be 
pointed to the April 4 Carter Handicap-Gl 
at Aqueduct. ^

Writing a new chapter 

Unlikely story of Page McKenney 
continues with Campbell victory

W henever his owner and trainer raise 
the bar on Page McKenney, he 
clears it. In the Feb. 14 John B. 
Campbell Handicap, the unassuming Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred soared over his latest hur¬ 
dle-and his overmatched competition. 

“It’s amazing that every spot we put 
him in, he convinces us that he belongs,” 
said Adam Staple, who owns the 5-year-old 
Eavesdropper gelding. “It’s really been just 
an unbelievable ride. None of us can wrap 
our brains around what's happened.” 

The run began after he was claimed 
for $16,000 at Penn National in July 2013. 
Having spotted the horse a month ear¬ 
lier at Colonial Downs, Staple and trainer 
Mary Eppler were convinced they'd scored 
a horse who could potentially be worth 
much more than his price tag. 

A few days after the claim, Staple got 
a call from Page McKenney's breeder and 


former owner, James Bryant. The Virginia 
physician, who breeds and races under Jalin 
Stable (a combination of his first name and 
that of his wife Linda), wanted back in. 

Staple faced a decision. He knew Page 
McKenney might be special, but could also 
empathize with Bryant. 

“So, I started thinking, "What right do 
I have to be greedy?"' Staple said. “He's 
a good guy. He's the breeder of the horse. 
All he wants is for him to be able to get a 
good home when he retires. What right do 
I have to say no to him?” 

In selling a share back to Bryant, Staple 
might have bought himself a bit of good 
karma. Seven weeks later, Page McKenney 
finished second at 16-1 in allowance com¬ 
pany. Two more wins at Laurel followed, 
and Page McKenney was officially rolling. 

By last summer, Page McKenney had 
gone on a separate streak of three con¬ 


secutive allowance wins. He then aced his 
first stakes test, the Robellino against state- 
breds at Penn National. Page McKenney 
entered the $100,000 Campbell on a streak 
of 11 top-three finishes, the last six stakes. 

Staple was on a road trip to Phoenix the 
day of the Campbell. He hadn't arrived at 
his destination but he'd already made plans, 
sort of, to catch his horse in what could 
potentially be a breakthrough race. 

“We get to Kingman, Ariz., to a truck 
stop,” Staple said, laughing at the absurdity 
of the setting. “We pull out the laptop, 
we're desperately trying to get a signal and 
we literally catch it, just as they're loading 
into the gate.” 

Staple's timing couldn't have been any 
better. Neither could Page McKenney's. 

Settled off the pace, he saved ground 
on the rail at first, then swung five wide off 
the turn for jockey Horacio Karamanos. 
Page McKenney closed with every stride 
and got up to win by a neck over defend¬ 
ing Campbell winner Behemoth, with A. P. 
Cino a head back in third. 

“And here we are,” Staple said, “I think 
it was at Travel America, in the coffee 
shop. . . screaming in the middle of the 
place with everyone looking at us.” 

Page McKenney completed 1 Vs miles 
in 1:51.88. It was his ninth victory in 18 
races since the claim. The win pushed his 
career earnings to $447,078—much of it 
for Staple, who couldn't have imagined 
getting that kind of a return on a $16,000 
investment. 

“This horse has so much determina¬ 
tion, it just blows my mind,” Staple said. 

LUNAR SURGE A MEDIA DARLING 

She had always shown potential, but 
Lunar Surge just couldn't ever put it all 
together-until the $100,000 Maryland 
Racing Media Stakes Feb. 14. Making her 
second start in nine days, the 5-year-old 
daughter of Malibu Moon finally broke 
through. 

“She's just one of those mares, we 
always thought, that when the circum¬ 
stances were right she would be able to win 
a race like that,” said George Weaver, who 
trains Lunar Surge for Jim and Susan Hill. 

Sent off as the lukewarm 3-1 favorite, 
Lunar Surge sat well off the early pace of 
Flores Island while saving ground under 
Jose Ortiz. Flores Island, who clicked past 
6 furlongs in 1:14.34 and a mile in 1:39.85 
without pressure, came off the rail inside 
the final sixteenth and Lunar Surge shot 
through to take command. She won by a 
length over Flores Island.

“There was some time there where I 
didn't know if Jose was going to be able to 
get through but he was able to save ground 
and give us the stretch run we thought she 
would be able to give us if we let her take 


her time," Weaver said. “It happened, and 
she was able to win the race." 

Bred in Kentucky by Dixiana Stables, 
Lunar Surge finished third at Aqueduct 
before the trip to Maryland. The victory 


was her first in a stakes and halted a seven- 
race losing streak. She was third in the 2014 
Maryland Racing Media, a defeat Weaver 
chalked up to some anxiousness at Laurel. 

“We treated it differently this year than 
last," Weaver said. “We brought her in the 
day before the race and schooled in the 
paddock... We changed a couple of things 
up in our training but, you know, we just 
got lucky and things went right and what 
we thought she could do came to reality." 

As for why Lunar Surge's only two 
stakes races in the past year were both in 
the Maryland Racing Media, Weaver said it 
was all about timing. 

“I thought she had a higher earning 
potential in the wintertime," he said. “She 
can handle the dirt, she tikes to run a route 
of ground. The allowance and stakes ranks 
get a tittle thin for older mares that time of 
year. You got all the better mares usually 
down in Florida or in California that are 
resting. So [this] was a nice chance for her 
to become a stakes winner." 

The score pushed Lunar Surge's career 
earnings to $257,050. It was her third win 
but 15th top-three finish in 17 starts. 

GYPSY JUDY ADDS WIDE COUNTRY 

New to racing? Jim Hibbert has advice. 

“If you're a tittle guy, a guppy in a big 
pond tike this, it can be a tough gig. You've 
got to have a Plan B." 

And Hibbert's Plan B sure turned out 
better than Plan A. In April 2006 at the 
Ocala Breeders Sales, the Marylander spent 
$20,000 on Noel, a 2-year-old Stormy 
Atlantic filly. She ran once, finishing sev¬ 
enth at Laurel Park in 2007, and that was 
the end of Plan A. Hibbert turned the 
page, and Noel became a broodmare. Her 
first foal, Xmas Sky, set a course record at 
Laurel last year. Her second, Prayer On 
a Wing, has been second twice in three 
starts. Her third, Gypsy Judy, won Laurel's 
$100,000 Wide Country Stakes for 3-year- 
old fillies Feb. 16. 

“That's how I ended up here," Hibbert 
said after accepting the trophy in Laurel's 
paddock (instead of the winner's circle 
because of the cold). “The mare had 
something that was very competitive. She 
had an issue and I didn't want to push it so 
she didn’t run again. She passed that DNA 
on to the offspring." 

Bred in Kentucky, Gypsy Judy showed 
off her DNA and more in the Wide 
Country. The chestnut daughter of 
Kitalpha sat just off the early pace of Hot 
City Girl, rallied wide from third off the 
turn, lugged in a tittle in mid-stretch and

SAVVY STREET SURVIVES 
SCRAMBLE IN MIRACLE WOOD 

Some races-like the 2015 Miracle 
Wood Stakes-deserve more than one win¬ 
ner. Sorry Combat Diver, Golden Years 
and Bodhisattva. Those are the breaks. You 
ran winning races, you just lost—by a nose, 
a neck and a head combined. 

Savvy Street won a four-way shoot¬ 
out in the stretch, fighting past Golden 
Years and Bodhisattva and holding off 
Combat Diver to take the $100,000 stakes 
for 3-year-olds. The son of Street Sense 
improved to 3-for-6 with the win, his first 
in a stakes, while covering a mile in 1:40.36. 
Forest Boyce, in town from Louisiana 
for the stakes card, rode the winner for 
Barbara Houck and trainer Donald Barr. 

Houck bought the Kentucky-bred at 
Keeneland September 2013, spending 
$92,000 on the advice of Goree Smith, but 
had to be patient. Smith kept telling Barr 
and Houck about Savvy Street’s ability, but 
they didn’t see it—not right away anyhow. 

“Goree Smith liked that horse, had a lot 
to do with him, he broke him and always 
talked about him,” said Barr. “The first 
time Barbara watched him gallop around 
this racetrack, she said What does he see 
in this horse?’” 

As it turned out, plenty. Savvy Street 
broke his maiden in his second start, in 
October, weathered a dull fifth in the 
Christopher Elser Memorial at Parx in 
November and capped his 2-year-old sea¬ 
son with a second (to Bodhisattva) in 
December. Savvy Street opened 2015 with 
an allowance win, then won the Miracle 
Wood throwdown. Barr is impressed, now. 

“Once he got organized as far as what 
he was supposed to do, he got a lot bet¬ 
ter,” said the trainer. “It just took awhile 
for him to get it together and get himself 
organized. I felt like I was good today. This 
is one of the first times I’ve had him where 
I wanted him to be.”

Legacy Mare 

Amblin Easy, product of Barneys’ 
breeding program, triumphs again

L ongtime New Jersey horsewoman 
Ramona Barney died at 86 in Septem¬ 
ber, but her legacy lives on. Amblin 
Easy, a 5-year-old mare Barney bred at her 
Tourelay Farm in Colts Neck, N.J., collect¬ 
ed a sizable paycheck the afternoon of Feb. 
8 when she won a $52,580 allowance race 
by 4 lengths. 

The daughter of Private Interview 
began her career at Monmouth Park under 
the tutelage of Edward Barney, Ramona’s 
husband of 48 years. She won two races for 
the Barneys, a maiden race in September 
2013 at Monmouth and a $25,000 claim¬ 
ing race in October 2014 at Parx. She was 
claimed out of that win by Butch Reid and 
made that amount back and more in three 
starts for him, culminating in the Feb. 8 
allowance. 


Much of Amblin Easy’s female fam¬ 
ily was bred, owned and trained by the 
Barneys, beginning with her dam Cowboy 
Chili. The Evening Kris mare never 
finished off the board in six starts and 
placed in the Girl Powder Handicap at 
Monmouth, earning $106,663. 

Amblin Easy’s second dam, the U. S. 
Flag mare Luciente, was an allowance 
winner, while her third dam, the Spin Off 
mare Sierra Ancha, was also an allowance 
winner for the Barneys. 

The Barneys named Amblin Easy’s 
half-brother Sierra Ancha, able to re-use 
the name from The Jockey Club and offer¬ 
ing a rare example of a female family that 
has the same name twice within it. 

Sierra Ancha, a 6-year-old son of Mo 
Mon, won the 2013 Charles Hesse III 


Handicap at Monmouth Park, and through 
2014 had won three races from 19 starts 
and $144,025. 

LINDA’S LAST SCORES 
FOR HARTWELLS, PRECIAD0 

William Hartwell’s Linda’s Last made 
his first start of 2015 a winning one as he 
came from near the back of the field to 
take a state-bred allowance Feb. 10 at Parx 
Racing. 

With Roberto Alvarado Jr. aboard for 
trainer Ramon Preciado, the 5-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred son of Spring At Last 
was sixth early and at least 4 lengths behind 
at the top of the lane before gobbling up 
ground inside the eighth pole en route to 
a 2 1 /2-length tally over Devil’s Purge. The 
victory was the first allowance score and 
third win overall for Linda’s Last, who has 
made all 13 career starts in Pennsylvania. 
He broke his maiden in May 2013 at Penn 
National, but hadn’t won since annexing a 
claiming contest in November at Parx. 

Linda’s Last was bred by William 
Hartwell’s wife, Frances. He’s out of the 
Hartwells’ broodmare Flagnlinda, and is a 
half-brother to stakes-placed Golddigger 
Beware. Golddigger Beware is the dam of 
three of the best horses that the Hartwells 
bred in more than 40 years-stakes win¬ 
ners Golddigger’s Boy ($585,985) and 
Ucan’tcme ($104,780) and eight-time win¬ 
ner Dilatory ($302,529). 

Golddigger’s Boy, a son of Jump Start, 
won four stakes during his career and 
placed in the James Marvin Stakes-G3 at 
Saratoga. Ucan’tcme, a son of Bowman’s 
Band, was regarded as an extremely talent¬ 
ed colt, but died suddenly from ulcerative 
colitis, just as he was preparing for a start 
in the Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes. In his 
final start, he won the Christopher Elser 
Memorial Stakes at Parx. 

“That was really distressing,” Hartwell 
said. “He was the best thing I’ve ever 
touched. He could have been a classic 
horse.” 

Another hard-knocking runner that the 
Hartwells bred was Jemilyn, a multiple 
stakes-winning daughter of Good and 
Tough. Jemilyn won back-to-back editions 
of the Foxy J. G. Stakes at Parx in 2010 
and 2011 and retired with a bankroll of 
$449,703. 

The Hartwells employed trainer Bob 
Camac to develop their homebreds, but 
were forced to regroup after Camac’s mur¬ 
der in 2001. 

“Bob was an extraordinary guy, a great 
horseman,” Bill Hartwell said. “We consid-

Sister Similarities 

Decision to purchase Zippity Goomba 
after success of older sibling pays off 

BY LINDA DOUGHERTY 


Z ippity Goomba has proven to be a 
consistent competitor for the Parting 
Glass Racing Stable since the partner¬ 
ship added her to its roster in 2011. 

The 6-year-old daughter of City Zip 
won a $33,689 allowance going 6 furlongs 
at Penn National Race Course Feb. 6. 
Shipped from New York by trainer Bruce 
Levine, Zippity Goomba started as the 
second choice behind favored Gem City 
Gal, and sat patiently behind that rival. 
Zippity Goomba took control in the final 
furlong to win by 1 Vi lengths. The win was 
the Pennsylvania-bred mare's third from 12 
starts and the $21,240 boosted her career 
bankroll to $115,380. 

Zippity Goomba has raced exclusively 
in Pennsylvania, breaking her maiden at 
Penn in December 2013, capturing an 
allowance at Parx Racing in February 2014 
and finishing third in the $75,000 FoxyJ. G. 
Stakes in May 2014 at Parx. 

“We bought Zippity Goomba for 
$52,000 at the [Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-olds in training sale],” said 
Tom Gallo, co-founder of Parting Glass 
Racing with Joan Desadora. The partner¬ 
ship group, which has more than 150 
members from around the world, was 
named after a pub in Saratoga Springs that 
Desadora owns. 

“We had her full-sister, City Broad, and 
she could run like crazy,” Gallo said. “City 
Broad did so well for us [stakes-placed win¬ 
ner of $252,827] that we decided to buy 
Zippity Goomba.” 

Gallo, also a bloodstock agent and 
owner of Blue Stone Farm in Cambridge, 
N.Y., said City Broad and Zippity Goomba 
were late bloomers, with the latter not 
making her first start until age 4. City 
Broad raced as a 2-year-old but didn't win 
until she was 3. 


Zippity Goomba was unplaced in her 
first two starts, but an equipment change 
for her third start resulted in her maiden- 
breaker. 

“She was a litde lackluster in her first 
two races, and then we took the blinkers 
off and boom, she was like a different 
horse,” Gallo said. 

Gallo said that it was difficult to find 
a race that would go because of the win¬ 
ter weather, and she'd even vanned to 
Penn National twice just to find out cards 
were cancelled. The first-place check, with 
an added owner's bonus because of her 
Pennsylvania-bred status, eventually made 
it worthwhile. 

Gallo said he looks for horses that were 
bred in states that have rich programs like 
Pennsylvania, New York and Louisiana, 
primarily because there are more condi¬ 
tions and more money available. 

Zippity Goomba was bred by Navesink 
Thoroughbreds, and is out of the winning 
Sea Hero mare Goomada Byda Sea. In 
addition to City Broad, Goomada Byda Sea 
has also produced multiple stakes winner 
Goombada Guska ($333,770) and stakes- 
placed Itsagoodtendollars ($444,052). 

City Broad and Zippity Goomba looked 
so much alike they could almost be “twin 
sisters,” Gallo said. “Zippity Goomba is 
tall, scopey with a long back, just like City 
Broad was. She is a really nice horse and 
we're very proud of her.” 

PREP PROUD ADDS ALLOWANCE 

Cash is King's Prep Proud made his 
second trip to Penn National from his Parx 
base a winning one with a victory in a Feb. 
11 allowance for trainer Butch Reid and 
jockey Frankie Pennington. 

The fourth betting choice in the com¬ 
pact six-horse field off a fourth in a similar 
spot Jan. 16, Prep Proud jumped to the 


lead and speed-popped his rivals. He wid¬ 
ened his advantage the entire trip, winning 
by 4 l A lengths in 1:09.95 for 6 furlongs. 

Prep Proud was bred in Pennsylvania 
by the partnership of Dave Cotde 
and Smart Angle, the latter owned by 
Maryland homebuilder Dan Ryan. Cotde, 
a Baltimore native, is the president and 
head coach of the Major League Lacrosse 
team Chesapeake Bayhawks. He was previ¬ 
ously the head coach of the men's lacrosse 
teams at the University of Maryland and 
Loyola College, and while at the University 
of Maryland he led the team to Adantic 
Coast Conference championships in 2004 
and 2005 and was named ACC Coach of 
the Year in 2008. 

Prep Proud, by Speights town out of 
the Capote mare Sira, is a half-brother 
to $111,320-earner Alexandra Rylee, who 
broke her maiden at Saratoga and then 
captured the Brandywine Stakes at Parx 
Racing in 2010. 

Cash is King, which also owned 
Alexandra Rylee, is best known for cam¬ 
paigning champion and two-time classic 
winner Adeet Alex. 

Headed by Chuck Zacney, the stable 
purchased Prep Proud for $90,000 from 
the consignment of Walnut Green at the 
2013 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October 
yearling sale. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Johnny Jump Up won his first race since 
May 2014 when he overcame a slow start 
and troubled trip to blast past the field 
in a $34,048 allowance Feb. 12. Owned 
and bred by Charles McGill, a retired law¬ 
yer and former partner in the Baltimore 
law firm Miles & Stockbridge, Johnny 
Jump Up extended his lead down the 
stretch to win the 6-furlong event by 3 
lengths for trainer Flint Stites. The 4-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred son of Jump Start, 
who stands at Northview PA in Peach 
Bottom, has recorded all four lifetime 
wins in Grantville, and the $21,888 win¬ 
ner's share of the purse pushed his total 
earnings to $124,833. . . Ascoli Piceno 
Stables' Sox to the Hox handled the jump 
from maiden claiming to maiden special 
weight company Feb. 7 with a victory 
over four Pennsylvania-bred rivals going 6 
furlongs. The 4-year-old Strong Contender 
filly is out of Sharp as a Fox, who gained 
a measure of fame as she was one of the 
horses used in the short-lived television 
game show American Dream Derby.

Multiple Battles 

Trainers Runco, Brown tussle at top 
as everyone deals with brutal winter

I t wasn’t so long ago that trainer Ronney 
Brown was the top dog at Charles Town. 
The veteran trainer has never been far 
from the top, finishing first or second in 
the standings by wins and earnings nearly 
every year. Rival conditioner Jeff Runco 
has had a stranglehold on the honors at 
Charles Town for nine years, with Brown 
finishing second in wins six times and 
earnings five times during Runco’s run. 
The last time Runco wasn’t the leading 
trainer at Charles Town was 2005-the end 
of a five-year run atop the leaderboard 
for Brown. Last year, Brown was second 
in wins (92) and by earnings ($1,243,383). 

Brown would like to take that top spot 
back and this year has more horses in 
training than he’s fielded in years—47 in 
February, with another dozen on the farm. 
Getting those horses in the starting gate 


at Charles Town has been a major head¬ 
ache-for Brown, and all the other trainers 
at the track-thanks to Mother Nature. 
Winter can always be fickle for horsemen 
in West Virginia, but 2015 has followed 
another brutal winter to make racing a 
chancy proposition. 

“It’s been a little rough this year, to say 
the least,” said Brown, who lost plenty of 
starts due to weather-related cancellations 
at the track. “They’ve done a pretty good 
job of canceling when it’s bad. I have to 
give them credit. They don’t wait until 
they’ve run one race and then cancel the 
rest of the card. They’ve been right on 
with the weather this year.” 

Brown said Charles Town deserves 
credit for keeping the track surface in good 
condition and keeping the facility open for 
morning workouts—even if the tempera¬ 


ture is minus-15, as was the case on one 
particularly frosty February morning. 

Combined with Charles Town’s reduced 
racing slate-from nine races, five nights 
per week last season to eight races four 
nights a week this year-the spate of can¬ 
cellations has been rough on everyone. 
There might not be as many races, but the 
horses still have to be ready for when the 
time comes. 

“You’ve got to do right by them, and 
have them ready,” Brown said. 

Brown has made the most of those 
scattered opportunities so far, fielding the 
second-most starters at the track (behind 
Runco) and scoring 12 victories through 
February. That, too, was second to Runco’s 
16 wins in the first two months of the meet. 

Brown’s success has come with hard- 
knocking claimers, but he also pulls his 
share of allowance scores. In February, he 
reached the winner’s circle twice in allow¬ 
ance company. 

Red Hot Revenge, a 4-year-old state- 
bred daughter of Stephen Got Even out of 
the Silver Deputy mare Hedge Proxy, won 
Feb. 7. It was the second career victory in 
12 starts for Donna Tullner’s filly who seems 
to do her best work in the colder months 
(her other win came in January 2014). 

Brown notched another allowance win 
with 4-year-old Northern Cherokee Feb. 
4. The Maryland-bred daughter of Out- 
flanker bested the field going 6 V 2 furlongs 
for Law Legacy Stables. It was a successful 
first effort in allowance company after four 
wins in nine starts in the claiming ranks. 

TWIN ENGINE SCORES 

A rare break from the claiming, maid¬ 
en special weight and allowance docket 
came Feb. 26 with the $30,000 Blue Ridge 
Handicap, a 7-furlong open test for older 
horses. 

Drawing a field that included dominant 
Charles Town runner Lucy’s Bob Boy, the 
victory instead went to track rookie Twin 
Engine, who scored by 1*4 lengths at 9-1. 

Trained by Dimitrios Synnefias for 
Blackjack Stable, Twin Engine came into 
the race with starts at 11 racetracks. The 
Kentucky-bred 5-year-old son of Mr. 
Greeley enjoyed the latest stop, taking 
home $17,760 while claiming his fifth 
lifetime win. 

When odds-on favorite Lucy’s Bob Boy 
finished off the board, show prices were 
staggering. Twin Engine paid $21.40 to 
win, $42.60 to show, while second place 
Missilewhileuwork, at 42-1, paid $33.60 to 
place and $111 to show. 
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IN PLACE’S STREAK 

Winter has apparently been much to the liking of 7-year-old 
Virginia-bred In Place, who scored his third consecutive victory in 
a Feb. 28 claiming race. The streak doubled the career total for the 
Dennis Hoffman-trained gelding who is owned by Donna Hayes. 

Part of that success can no doubt be traced to the company In 
Place is now keeping. Both of his starts in 2014 were allowance 
races at Charles Town, and as recently as 2013 he ran in the Punch 
Line Stakes at Colonial Downs. It’s been strictly claiming company 
so far in 2015 for In Place, and he’s won three of his first four. 

CLAIMS TO WATCH 

Owner/trainer Bob Buskey III had to be giddy following his 
$5,000 claim of the 5-year-old Kentucky-bred gelding Tizracer, 
who demolished eight opponents going lVi6 miles Feb. 6. Tizracer, 
a one-time member of Todd Pletcher’s stable who was the post¬ 
time favorite for the Grade 1 Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland in 
2012 , won by 22 lengths. 

The son of Tiznow eventually dropped into the claiming ranks 
up and down the East Coast before sething in at Charles Town 
under trainer Keisy Cartagena for owner Moshe Mark. 

Another astute claim-albeit pricier at $12,500-came before 
a Feb. 13 optional claimer when trainer Joan Reynolds dropped 
the slip for Norman Games on a California-bred gelding named 
Chicsdigtheshark. Freshly settled on the East Coast after making 
his last start at Santa Anita Park the month before, the 6-year-old 
son of Onebadshark took to the Charles Town track just fine as 
he scored in his local debut for the Runco barn. ^

Plowing Ahead 

Maryland Hunt Cup horses battle 
weather in prep for April’s timber classic

B ruce Fenwick remembers the bull¬ 
dozer, a Caterpillar 933. He still has it 
on his farm somewhere. 

“My father would take it over there to 
my uncle Bobby Fenwick's farm and make 
a half-mile track in 3-foot snow drifts ," 
the trainer said as Maryland emerged from 
winter. “He bulldozed the snow off the 
grass. They'd spread a straw track, gallop 
on that and get ready to run." 


If it's March, it's time to prepare for 
timber racing, no matter the era or the 
weather. 

Fenwick's uncle prepped such stars as 
Jay Trump and Fluctuate—who won five 
Maryland Hunt Cups between them from 
1959-66. This year, Bruce Fenwick points 
National Steeplechase Association timber 
champions Bon Caddo and Foyle to the 
great race-still the last Saturday in April 


and still the country's most important 
timber race. 

The Hunt Cup is 121 years old, its prep¬ 
arations just as old and historic whether 
they're in Maryland's Worthington Valley, 
across the hills and dales in My Lady's 
Manor, up north in Pennsylvania or down 
south in Virginia. 

Trainers teach horses the basics, bring 
them up through the ranks, give them 
a summer break and then get to work. 
Timber horses invariably go fox hunting, 
practice jumping in rings and gallop and 
work like any other Thoroughbred race¬ 
horse. 

At some point, the weather gets in the 
way and everybody improvises. Back in the 
day, they bulldozed and spread straw. Now, 
they jog roads, harrow tracks in the snow, 
utilize synthetic surfaces that don't freeze, 
get on treadmills, train in indoor arenas and 
tracks and even swim. 

“Everybody's got something they use," 
said Sanna Neilson, who won the 2014 
Hunt Cup with Guts For Garters (Ire) and 
aims for a repeat. “I'm sure a lot of train¬ 
ers wish they could do more, but we're all 
in the same boat. You do what you can and 
what you're used to.” 

For Neilson, it's the hills of Chester 
County, Pa. When the ground is frozen, 
icy, too muddy or when the Cheshire Fox¬ 
hounds are grounded, Guts For Garters 
jogs (trots) 4 miles on St. Malachi Road. It's 
home to five houses, a Catholic church on 
the National Register of Historic Places, a 
steep climb and precious little traffic. What 
cars use the road are steered by drivers who 
know there might be a horse coming over 
the rise. 

In March, the horses could be Guts 
For Garters, Grade 1 turf winner Hardest 
Core, steeplechasers from Bruce Miller's 
barn, a few more from Neils on's sister 
Kathy. 

“Basically every day he does a minimum 
of 4 miles jogging on the road," Neilson 
said of Guts For Garters and his winter 
regimen. “You walk down the hill, so you 
don't count that. I've trained through a lot 
of winters doing it, but I'm glad I'm not 
trying to get 20 horses ready for Aiken or 
some other early spring race this year.” 

Guts For Garters, 12, was imported 
for the express purpose of running in 
the Hunt Cup. He finished third in 2013 
and won it last year. Owned by Neilson's 
brother Stewart Strawbridge, the son of

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time around. Neilson loved his condition in 
mid-March, though she was not planning 
on any more snow or frozen ground—it's 
time to get to work. She hoped to tackle 
the Foxhall Farm team race, which had 
been postponed due to weather, then the 
Cheshire Point-to-Point, then the Grand 
National timber stakes April 18. The Hunt 
Cup awaits a week after that. 

“He’s eating really well, and seems really 
happy,” Neilson said. “The first time he ran 
in the Hunt Cup it was kind of like What 
was that?’ for him. Last year, he came out 
of it like ‘OK, I understand what that 
is.’ It’s understandable. If I can keep him 
happy, get him there as best I can and hope 
the racing gods are on his side, I’ll be OK 
with it. I don’t think you go into that race 
very confident no matter what.” 

All steeplechase trainers, especially ones 
with timber horses, speak about the “bot¬ 
tom” they get into horses. It’s abase fitness 
level that can be sped up or slowed down 
depending on the weather or the timing. 
Bottom comes from jogging hills like St. 
Malachi, fox hunting and other means but 


it’s the same with all horses and they need it 
if they’re going to navigate the 4 miles and 
22 fences of the Hunt Cup. 

“It’s important and I feel like up to 
January anyway he was fitter than he was 
at the same time last year,” Neilson said. 
“The foundation is everything. I got lucky 
and the last time I hunted him we had this 
incredible, blistering run. It was just great 
and we probably jumped 20 fences. Then 
the weather froze up and we’ve been doing 
other things.” 

It’s a similar story for Fenwick, still look¬ 
ing for his first Hunt Cup win. Bon Caddo 
has jumped around three times, with two 
thirds to show for it. The 14-year-old went 
hunting with Green Spring Valley plenty 
of times in November and December. His 
Merriefield Farm stablemate Foyle, who 
fell while leading at the massive 16th fence 
last year, stayed out of the hunt field but 
they’re on identical schedules now. 

Fenwick did not fire up the Caterpillar 
933, but he did get his horses some snow 
work. 


“We had eight days in a row of gallop¬ 
ing in the snow,” the trainer said as that 
snow was melting in mid-March. “Our 
guys are good right now. Now it gets tricky. 
They need to work a couple times and have 
a point-to-point or two and then we’ll see 
where we are.” 

With the Hunt Cup as the goal, there 
aren’t many deviations to the plan. Horses 
get let down for the summer and picked 
up again in the fall. The idea is peak fitness 
and a peak effort in late April—not late 
March or early May. 

“The only thing they were supposed to 
do was get to the Hunt Cup,” Fenwick said 
of his two. “They had a long time off and 
then they came back very slowly. The snow 
on the 21 st of February and again [in early 
March] helped us. It gave us a way to get 
off the frozen ground. I would have rather 
had nice turf to train on, but I’m sure I 
wasn’t the only one. 

“You do what you can. It’s not like we’re 
going to Gulfstream Park or anything.” 

The Hunt Cup’s early nomination pro¬ 
cess, designed to help drum up interest

and discussion as much as anything else, 
lured 18 names, though horses can be 
supplemented. 

Imperial Way, second by a nose last 
year, returns and could vie for the favorite’s 
role with any improvement. Owned by 
Merriefield Farm, the 10-year-old son of 
Point Given is trained by Elizabeth Voss in 
Maryland. Voss’ father, Tom, always said 
the New York-bred would make a timber 
horse while racing over hurdles in 2008 and 
2009. It took awhile, but here he is. In the 


2014 race, run in memory of Tom Voss, 
Imperial Way took a slight lead late under 
Bethany Baumgardner, but was just edged 
at the wire. 

Others on the list are Almarmooq, 
whose 2014 included a win and three sec¬ 
onds over timber; Catch the Echo, who 
has failed to finish the last two Hunt Cups; 
Delta Park, a timber stakes winner who fell

BEYOND MARYLAND 

Timber horses get a shot at a $90,000 
purse with the Virginia Gold Cup May 2.

The April 12 steeplechase owners’ 
symposium and sale of prospects had 


nine horses in its online catalog by mid-

cially with the inclusion of stakes winner 
Barnstorming by owner/trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. Over the past two seasons, 
the son of Thunder Gulch has earned 
$157,000 over hurdles with a Saratoga nov¬ 
ice stakes win and placings in the Grade 1 
Colonial Cup (twice) and New York Turf 
Writers Cup. 

Sheppard, the keynote speaker at the 
symposium, offered a 49-percent lease in 
the horse for the 2015 season.

RATINGS SYSTEM 
IN WORKS 

NS A director of racing Bill Gallo was 
steering the creation of a ratings system 
for steeplechase horses and the creation 


of a new race type. Horses are being 
ranked by a committee and assigned a rat¬ 
ing. This spring, races for horses fitting 
between certain ratings numbers will be 
offered as substitutes/extras to races in 
the condition book with an eye toward 
giving horses without options other than 
claiming races another spot to run. The 
system is similar to one used in England 
and Ireland, though the American version 
will be phased in as a test while also target¬ 
ing specific types of horses. 

“We have fairly strong divisions for 
maidens and stakes horses, over hurdles,” 
said Gallo. ‘We have struggled with a 
middle division, however, and the idea is to 
create opportunities for that group while 
offering an alternative to claiming races. 
This is fairly radical thinking for American 
racing, but we think it’s important to try 
to protect owners and horses in this way.” 

The first ratings races were scheduled 
for April. ■

Pennsylvania’s Xanthus Farms 
adds sprinter II Villano to roster 


I I Villano, a four-time stakes winner and 
multiple graded stakes-placed son of 
Pollard’s Vision, has joined the roster 
at Barbara Rickline’s Xanthus Farms in 
Gettysburg, Pa. The 6-year-old gray stands 
for $1,500, with special consideration for 
Pennsylvania-bred foals, stakes mares and 
multiple breedings. An introductory fee 
of $750 is offered for the first 10 mares 
booked by May 1. Fees are payable when 
the foal stands and nurses. 

In the first nine starts of his career II 
Villano finished third or better, seven times 
in stakes competition. He won five of his 
18 career starts-all at 6 furlongs - and was 
second or third in seven others while earn¬ 
ing $573,870. 

II Villano started four times at 2, win¬ 
ning three, including the Southampton 
Stakes at Parx Racing and Aqueduct’s Lord 
Henhbee Stakes, both while leading at 
every call. His first win was a frontrunning 
maiden special weight romp at Parx, scor¬ 
ing by 11 lengths. 

Campaigned exclusively in stakes in 
his nine starts at 3, II Villano hit the 
board seven times and was no worse than 
fourth. His victories came in Pimlico’s 
Chick Lang Stakes on Preakness Day, and 
Laurel’s Dave’s Friend Stakes while defeat¬ 
ing Immortal Eyes by 3 lengths. 

II Villano was second in the Grade 2 
Hutcheson Stakes at Gulfstream Park, the 



$400,000 Red Legend Stakes at Charles 
Town and the $350,000 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash at Laurel, missing by a 
nose to Action Andy. 

The gray colt was also third behind 
that year’s champion sprinter Trinniberg 
and Grade 1 winner Currency Swap in 
the Grade 2 Woody Stephens Stakes at 
Belmont Park, and was third in his sopho¬ 
more debut in Aqueduct’s Count Fleet 
Stakes behind Alpha and Stephanoatsee, 
both in receipt of four pounds. 

At 4, II Villano was placed second, 
behind Javerre, in the Grade 3 General 
George Handicap. The second-leading 
earner for his sire Pollard’s Vision behind 
only champion Blind Luck, II Villano is 
from the family of $792,855 earner, mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner and American 
record-setting sprinter Answer Do, who

Virginia-bred Stellar Wind blows 
into California with Gr. 3 triumph 

Stellar Wind is better than Apple stock. Now on her fourth 
owner, the Virginia-bred 3-year-old filly just keeps paying divi¬ 
dends and increasing in value. 

Her latest new high came in the Santa Ysabel Stakes-G3 at 
Santa Anita Feb. 28, when she stormed home to win by 2% lengths 
in her first start for Hronis Racing and trainer John Sadler. The 
success is nothing new for the daughter of Curlin. 

Bred by Keswick Stables and Stonestreet Thoroughbred 
Holdings, she: 

■ Sold for $40,000 to Vernan Lee Stables at the Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga yearling sale in August 2013. 

■ Sold for $86,000 eight weeks later to Barbara Houck at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale. 

■ Finished third (behind future stakes winners Spotted Heart 

and Gypsy Judy) in her first start for Houck and trainer 
Donald Barr at Laurel in November 2014. 

■ Dominated a 1-mile maiden special at Laurel a month later. 

■ Sold privately to Hronis via bloodstock agent David Ingordo, 

who outbid several other big names on the national racing 
stage. 

She’s not finished, either, as the California win had people talk¬ 
ing Kentucky Oaks-Gl. Sadler was aiming for the Grade 1 Santa 
Anita Oaks April 4 for her next start. 

None of this surprises Barr, who recommended Houck sell— 
even if it meant one less potential star in the barn. 

“We had a lot of offers,” said the trainer. “Sometimes you have 
to make financial decisions. They paid enough money for her that 
they deserve to win some stakes with her. From our point of view, 
we guaranteed a few stakes wins by getting the money.” 

Houck, who lives in Queenstown, Md., has several horses with 
Barr including 3-year-old stakes winner Savvy Street and graded 
stakes-placed Cutty Shark, and a small wave of 2-year-olds coming 
along. Selling a horse like Stellar Wind keeps the operation moving. 

“If she was the only horse in the barn, we wouldn’t have sold 
her,” said Barr. “You’re out of this business when you have a 
bunch of bad horses and no money. You’re never out of this busi¬ 
ness if you’ve got some money and some good horses. 

“It was a very friendly deal and we’re all rooting for her. It all 
worked out. She’s really all right and we wish them all the best. To 
take the money now and not have the risk of all the things that can 
happen just made sense.” 

On the advice South Carolina horseman Goree Smith, Houck 
bought Stellar Wind at Timonium from the consignment of 
Marshall Silverman. The first foal of the Malibu Moon mare 
Evening Star impressed enough people to draw $86,000 (15th 
highest at the sale). Stellar Wind came to Barr after prepping with 
Smith at Elloree Training Center. She was impressive, if a little 
frustrating. 

“I had some issues with her when she first started,” said Barr. 
“She didn’t want to go to the track and things at first, but she got 
past them with the pony, training her at 8:30 in the morning. She 
was third the first time, she didn’t run bad. I liked her. The next 
time, she ran off the TV” 



She stayed on the screen, but won by 8% lengths and prompted 
plenty of interest in potential buyers. Ingordo saw Stellar Wind 
train at Laurel and made the purchase. 

Stellar Wind carries some racing history along her pedigree 
page as the product of Peggy Augustus’ Keswick Stables. The farm, 
near Charlottesville, bred and raced Stellar Wind’s dam and grand- 
dam Sequins. The deep female family includes Sequins’ stakes- 
winning daughters Im Out First and Zenith and their offspring 
Grade 1 winner Great Hunter, Im a Dixie Girl and First Ascent. 

Founded by Augustus’ mother Elizabeth Augustus Knight in 
1952, Keswick is entrenched in racing. In partnership with Daniel 
G. Van Clief, Elizabeth bred Northern Dancer’s dam Natalma, 
and Keswick has produced champions Johnny D. and Alwuhush, 
millionaires Simply Majestic and Sabin, Grade 1 winner Husband 
and stakes winner Bop among others. Stellar Wind is extending 
the success, even if Keswick is no longer an active breeding farm. 
Augustus sold Stellar Wind’s dam, and recently entered into a lease 
deal for Keswick (home to 10 retirees including Husband and 
Bop’s dam Golden Guinea) as a base for Thoroughbred owner 
Charlie Noell’s foxhunters.

Interest in horses, 
racing grew from an early 
introduction for Blue

Editor's Note: This is part of a periodic series of profiles on Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association directors , their backgrounds in racing and the state of the industry. 


The sun was still sleeping 
when 7-year-old Richie Blue 
would get up at 5 a.m. to go to 
the racetrack with his step- 
grandfather Alec Bullock. 

Today, Blue, 60, is president 
of Blue & Obrecht Realty, a 
top-rated commercial real es¬ 
tate brokerage firm. And 
though mired in the business 
world, serving on various re¬ 
altor and civic boards, he is 
still heavily involved in Thor¬ 
oughbred racing as an owner, 
breeder and Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association board 
member. 

And the weekends spent as 
a child on his grandfather's 
farm, getting up early to go 
the barn or the racetrack, are 
still sweet and vivid. 

"I grew up in what is now 
Owings Mills, but was Garri¬ 
son back then," Blue said, sit¬ 
ting at a conference table in his 
Timonium office. "I loved go¬ 
ing to my step-grandfather's 
farm on Broadway Road. It 
was very neat. He and my 
grandmother [Ida Perry Bull¬ 
ock] raised their horses there. 
He was a horse trainer at the 
time, but his history went way 
back. 



"In the 1920s and '30s, he 
was a polo player in Califor¬ 
nia. Then he quit that and one 
of his best friends was Lin 
Howard, the son of Seabis- 
cuit's owner [Charles How¬ 
ard] . He was the Lin in Binglin 
Stable with Bing Crosby and 
my grandfather started train¬ 
ing for them." 

Eventually, Bullock came 
east to Baltimore and when 
his wife's young grandson 
came to visit, Bullock taught 
him all he could about what it 
took to be a good horseman, 
right down to the basics. 


"My college career wasn't 
the best, but working for my 
grandfather straightened me 
out," said Blue, who still likes 
to go out in the early morning 
to feed his horses. "I mucked 
out stables for my grandfather 
while I was going to school 
and I worked as a groom for 
him in the summer. Working 
in those stables was very re¬ 
warding and satisfying." 

After graduating with a de¬ 
gree in history. Blue bought 
his first horse. He kept it at his 
grandfather's farm and start¬ 
ed breeding-an endeavor he 
kept at after going into real 
estate in 1979 and eventually 
opening his own business 
with friend Tommy Obrecht. 

Blue now owns a 12-acre 
farm on Greenspring Avenue. 
The bam was built in 1900 and 
was once home to 1920 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Paul 
Jones. 

Asked how many horses he 
has now. Blue laughed. 

"My trainer says not 
enough and my wife says too 
many," said Blue, who breeds 
his horses to race, not to sell. 
"Right now I have four horses 
in training and five mares." 









He also has weanlings and 
yearlings, whose numbers he 
doesn't share. 

He's had several stakes 
winners, but the greatest horse 
he ever bred was graded 
stakes winner Root Boy, who 
still holds a special place in his 
heart. 

Root Boy (Baederwood— 
Archdiocese, by King's Bish¬ 
op) won the Stephen Foster 
Handicap-G3 at Churchill 
Downs and $384,143 before an 
injury in the 1993 Maryland 
Million Classic ended his ca¬ 
reer. Root Boy, leading at the 
time, broke his ankle in three 
places, had an open wound 
and sheered the skin off his 
right shoulder and hip when 
he fell. But Blue made the de¬ 
cision to try to save the 5-year- 
old and-with excellent on- 
track care and the work of 
doctors at the New Bolton 
Center in Pennsylvania-did. 

"He gave a lot of enjoyment 
to me," Blue said of the horse, 
who recovered to have a 
breeding career before dying 
at age 16. "I enjoy doing the 


research, doing the science, to 
pick out a sire and then to try 
to pick out the mare that 
matches up physically and 
personality-wise. But the fun 
part is watching them work 
out and run. Root Boy was a 
wonderful horse." 

Blue said he likes giving 
back to the industry that has 
given him so much happiness. 
It's one reason for his second 
time around on the MHBA 
board. He served as legislative 
committee chairman from 
2001-03. Then life got busy 
and he dropped off the board 
for a while. 

"I was chairman of the 
Jemicy School board and pres¬ 
ident of the Green Spring Val¬ 
ley Hunt Club," he said. "I 
couldn't do everything and I 
don't want to take on some¬ 
thing I can't participate in ful¬ 
ly. I was asked back on [the 
MHBA board] in 2012. I was 
off some of those other boards 
and had more time, so I decid¬ 
ed to do it." 

A proponent of Maryland- 
breds. Blue said one reason he 


returned was to make sure 
"we're using the funds to en¬ 
hance and encourage people 
to breed in Maryland-and to 
use the funds appropriately 
for advertising, to get the 
word out to the Thoroughbred 
horsemen that there are ad¬ 
vantages to producing Mary- 
land-breds." 

Even when the Maryland 
breeding industry was in de¬ 
cline, Blue continued to breed 
his horses here. 

"Now it's an exciting time 
for the Maryland horse breed¬ 
ing industry," Blue said. "The 
slots revenue has increased 
purses and increased funds for 
breeders' program increases 
and that means we should see 
and have seen more interest in 
people having Maryland- 
breds." 

Blue said he is certain the 
Maryland breeding industry 
will continue to thrive as long 
as the Maryland Bred Fund 
continues to pay out to Mary- 
land-breds as it does now. 

"What makes you ner¬ 
vous," said Blue, again on the 


MHBA legislative committee, 
"is the state of Maryland's 
large budget and the effort to 
balance it. Are they going to 
go after these funds like they 
have in other states, like West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania? 

"That's why it's important 
for the board to inform the leg¬ 
islative committees [about] 
the impact the breeding and 
racing industries have on the 
state." 

He also believes it is im¬ 
portant for the industry to 
take care of its animals at the 
end of their racing careers. 

"If I still have them, we 
turn them over to a lady 
named Julie Wright, who has 
been working with me for 24 
years," Blue said. "She turns 
them into show horses and 
jumpers and finds them sec¬ 
ond homes. 

"It is very important to get 
rid of the perception that horses 
are beat up and done for at the 
end of their careers. We made 
these racehorses and we need 
to find them good homes." ** 


MHBA 2014 
Breeders of the Year 

Howard Bender 
Tom and Chris Bowman 



T he names Bender or 
Bowman are iconic in Mary¬ 
land's breeding industry. Be¬ 
tween the two, they have been 
named Maryland Breeder of 
the Year 10 times since 1998. 
In a first for the award, both 
received the same number of 
votes to be named co-Breeder 
of the Year for 2014. 

Howard Bender 

Three times in the early 
2000s Howard Bender and his 
late wife Sondra were named 
Breeder of the Year (2001 
through 2003). Their well-es¬ 


tablished broodmare band at 
Glade Valley Farms in Freder¬ 
ick has been a source of stakes 
winners for decades, the ma¬ 
jority racing in the Bender col¬ 
ors, including three in 2014. 

Bear Access (2010, by Ga¬ 
tors N Bears), winner of the 
the Maryland Million Ladies, 
was the top Bender earner of 
the year with $103,860. More 
Than a Cruise (2009, More 
Than Ready) captured the 
Conniver Stakes in March. 
Ghost Bay (by Ghostzapper) 
earned the title of Mary- 
land-bred champion 2-year- 


old male after taking the 
Maryland Juvenile Futurity in 
December. 

Bear Access descends from 
the Benders' foundation mare 
Foufa, the Maryland Brood¬ 
mare of the Year of 2003. Both 
More Than a Cruise and Ghost 
Bay are from the line of Float 
Upstream through her daugh¬ 
ter Wide River, she in turn the 
dam of stakes winner River 
Cruise (dam of More Than a 
Cruise) and winner Hope Bay 
(dam of Ghost Bay). 

Bender-bred runners 

made 154 starts in 2014, won 


25 races, with 19 seconds 
and 20 thirds, for earnings of 
$818,565. 

Tom and Chris Bowman 

Tom and Chris Bowman 
have brought numerous fam¬ 
ily, friends and partners into 
the business over the decades. 
Foals are bom at their Dance 
Forth Farm in Chestertown, 
come to the races and start 
winning. 

Runners bred by the Bow¬ 
mans (solely or in partner¬ 
ship) in 2014 made 383 starts, 
won 44 times, with 61 seconds 





and 55 thirds, for combined 
earnings of $1,720,172. 

The most accomplished 
performer of the year was 
older mare Awesome Flow¬ 
er, Maryland-bred champion 
of her division after winning 
or placing in four stakes and 
earning $170,665. The daugh¬ 
ter of Flower Alley was bred 


in partnership with Milton 
Higgins III and Three Chim¬ 
neys Farm. 

Also winning stakes were 
Vielsalm (All Brandy), bred in 
partnership with son Brooke 
Bowman, and My Magician 
(Maryland Million Lassie), co¬ 
bred with Brooke and R. Larry 
Johnson. 


Under the banner of Bow¬ 
man and Higgins Stable, 
the Bowmans were also the 
breeders of Love the Chase, 
and (in the name of Dr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Bowman) her 
dam Chase It Down. Love the 
Chase (by Not For Love) was 
in the spotlight last year as the 
dam of 2014 Horse of the Year, 


champion 3-year-old colt and 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner California Chrome. 

This is the seventh Breeder 
of the Year award in the past 
10 years for the Bowmans, 
who first were honored in 
1998. They also took home the 
title from 2005 to 2008 and in 
2011 and 2012. **

For the second year in a 
row. Perilous Night was se¬ 
lected as Maryland's Brood¬ 
mare of the Year. Bred by Rob¬ 
ert Meyerhoff, the daughter of 
Coronado's Quest produced 
five foals for her breeder be¬ 
fore her death in 2010 at age 9. 
All of her foals are winners, 
two are stakes winners. 

Perilous Night's leading 
earner of 2014 was graded 
stakes winner Delaunay, who 
surpassed $1 million in career 
earnings during the year. 

In seven starts, all in stakes 
competition, Delaunay won 
three times-kicking off the 
year in the F.W. Gaudin Me¬ 
morial Stakes at Fair Grounds, 
taking the Grade 3 Aristides at 
Churchill Downs Derby week¬ 
end, and concluding the sea¬ 
son with a score in Fair 
Grounds' Thanksgiving Han¬ 
dicap, a race he also won in 
2012. Three times he was 
stakes-placed, with seconds in 
the Iowa Sprint Handicap and 
Duncan F. Kenner Stakes, and 
a third in the Senator Robert 
C. Byrd Memorial. 

Bred in the name of Meyer¬ 
hoff's Fitzhugh LLC, and cam¬ 
paigned by Maggi Moss, the 
son of Smoke Glacken earned 
$208,005 last year. With a 
stakes win and stakes placing 


in two starts this year, De¬ 
launay, now 8, has lifetime 
earnings of $1,106,291. 

The mare's other winner 
last year was the 4-year-old 
Perilous Indian, a gelded son 
of Indian Charlie who has ca¬ 
reer earnings of $203,646. 

Produced by Meyerhoff's 
homebred graded stakes win¬ 
ner Broad Smile, a daughter of 
Meyerhoff great Broad Brush, 
Perilous Night won four times 
in 20 starts, and in her next-to- 
last outing captured the 2004 
Squan Song Stakes at Pimlico. 
She is also the dam of stakes 
winner and five-time stakes- 
placed Night Officer, an earn¬ 
er of $294,508. Her runners 
have earned in excess of $1.7 
million combined. 

This is the sixth time the 
broodmare of the year award 
has been won by a Meyerhoff 
mare. 

In previous years it was 
awarded to Chic and Sassy 
(1993), Fara's Team (1994), 
Dynamic Star (1999) and Ille- 
ria (2001). He also bred and 
owned two-time Broodmare 
of the Year Tough Broad (2010 
and 2009) for the majority 
of her career. The other two- 
time winner of the award was 
Northern Sting in 1995 and 
1997. ** 


With another solid year 
in the books. Not For Love 
held firm to his ranking as the 
state's top sire, earning his 
12th title of Maryland's Stal¬ 
lion of the Year. 

The son of Mr. Prospector 
led all stallions in the state last 
year (those with Mary- 
land-sired crops of racing age) 
by earnings, stakes winners 
(seven), winners (60) and wins 
(103). He had nearly $3.3 mil¬ 
lion in progeny earnings, the 
13th time in the past 14 years 
in which his runners sur¬ 
passed $3 million. 

With seven stakes winners 
last year, five winning at that 
level for the first time. Not For 
Love is now the sire of 79 
stakes winners lifetime. They 
represented five crops - 2-year- 
old son Golden Years won the 
Maryland Million Nursery 
and Marylander Stakes; 
3-year-old filly Steady N Love, 
his leading earner of the year 
with $169,225, won the Cae¬ 
sar's Wish Stakes; 4-year-olds 
Classy Coco and D C Dancer 
took home trophies on Mary¬ 
land Million Day (the Distaff 
and Sprint, respectively); 
5-year-old Loverbil captured 
the Claiming Crown Express 
Stakes and Avarice won the 
Fort Delaware; and 8-year-old 
Eighttofasttocatch returned to 
make it a three-peat in the 
Maryland Million Classic and, 
with his fourth consecutive 
victory in the Jennings Handi¬ 
cap, surpassed $1 million in 
career earnings. 

Not For Love made nation¬ 
al headlines as a broodmare 
sire when California Chrome, 



out of Love the Chase, won 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Preakness Stakes-Gl on his 
way to being named Horse of 
the Year and champion 3-year- 
old colt. California Chrome 
was one of eight stakes win¬ 
ners out of Not For Love 
mares last year. 

"After all of these years, 
nothing surprises me about 
Not For Love," said North- 
view president Richard Gold¬ 
en. "When a stallion is a son of 
Mr. Prospector out of a Grade 
1 winning dam, who is a 
daughter of Northern Dancer, 
how much more can you ask 
for? 

"Not For Love has certain¬ 
ly stood the test of time and he 
deserves all of his recogni¬ 
tion." 

Maryland's lifetime lead¬ 
ing sire on both the general 
and juvenile sires lists. Not 
For Love had total progeny 
earnings in excess of $68 mil¬ 
lion through 2014, with his 
2-year-old runners earning 
nearly $6.5 million of that to¬ 
tal. **

onto the track, where star 
horses will soon take center 
stage. What's going on here 
at Pimlico is a good vibe. 

It'll be the talk of the town 
come Preakness Week. 

Next stop: Helping 
Up Mission at 1029 East 
Baltimore Street. Maryland 
horse farmers and trainers 
looking for good help 
should Google the website, 
and contact Dick Ennis- 
Forder. For returning 
veterans, a good job is the 
path to peace. They vet their 
vets, who advance through 
a tough curriculum at the 
Mission before stepping 
back out. 

Down the parkway to 
Laurel: the TIPS dining 
room is available, courtesy 
of MJC, to a diverse group

of two-dozen horse industry 
leaders called to order by 
Ross Peddicord, executive 
director of the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board, an 
arm of the Department 
of Agriculture. Here's 
what was going on at this 
meeting: new Maryland 
Secretary of Agriculture Joe 
Bartenfelder (a Democrat 
appointed by Republican 
Gov. Larry Hogan) slipped 
away from Annapolis to 
spend a morning immersed 
in the horse business. 

Riders, farmers, tack shop 
owners and racetrack 
executives introduced 
themselves to Mr. Secretary, 
whose handshake is 
stronger than a blacksmith's. 

The biggest idea in 
the room was voiced by 
Maryland Agricultural 
Education Foundation's 
Peggy Eppig, who outlined 
a plan to introduce farm 
field trips from middle 
schools to satisfy the 
Environmental Literacy 
Graduation Requirements 
laid out in state regulations 
(MSDE / COMAR). 

"Buses for field trips 
cost $700 to $1,000," Eppig 
said. "We have to get 
young students to the farms 
somehow. In other words, 
we need sponsors." 

Something new is going 
on here: the cost of seeding 
for future farmers is a mere 
bus ticket. 

Eppig describes farms 
and stables, even the 
racetrack itself, as potential 


Horse Discovery Centers, 
for grades 4-8. 

"Google the term 'farm- 
based education' and see 
how big this movement is 
in Europe right now," said 
Eppig, who is working 
toward her doctorate. "It's 
the future." 

Secretary Bartenfelder's 
farm in Fullerton, just up 
Bel Air Road from the 
city limits of Baltimore, 
is surrounded by 
development. He migrated 
down to the Eastern Shore. 
He sees horses on farms 
all around him. His grown 
children sense new stability 
in Maryland agriculture, 
and have followed him 
into farming. The room 
cheered him. He took his 
leave moments before the 
chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, Bruce 
Quade, arrived to express 
his encouragement to the 
gathering. 

Twenty minutes later, 
at the monthly Racing 
Commission meeting, 

Quade introduced the new 
Secretary of the Department 
of Labor and Licensing, 
Kelly M. Schulz. The head of 
DLLR oversees the Racing 
Commission. Secretary 
Schulz sat through the 
entire meeting. She listened 
as MJC's Tim Ritvo told 
everyone what's going on 
here. 

"We speak as one voice 
in this business now, the 
track, the horsemen, the 
breeders, all of us making 


serious commitments to the 
future," Ritvo said. "Let me 
be clear, though. Corporate 
gets nervous when we hear 
of bills in Annapolis that 
would impact purses or 
RFRA." 

Ritvo ticks down a 
checklist: New barns, new 
dorms, new Sports Palace, 
new TVs. Somewhere 
near $12 million in 
improvements in the last 90 
days. Handle is up a million 
a month at Laurel, despite 
the wild winter weather. 

"Hey, we know our 
facilities have been grossly 
neglected," he said, "but we 
are working on a full-time 
plan for Maryland racing. 
We're grabbing low- 
hanging fruit for now. But 
we are determined to make 
Maryland as successful as 
we've made Gulfstream 
Park. We want families 
to come to the track. We 
want college kids to come 
out. We've hired a new 
marketing firm to reach the 
10-million people in our 
marketing area." 

Chairman Quade 
describes a recent Saturday 
at Laurel, when he and 
fellow commissioner John 
McDaniel accompanied 
Ritvo on a tour of the plant. 

"The change is striking," 
he said. "The dining room 
was filled. TIPS was filled. 
And the substantial turn¬ 
around in wagering! It's 
striking." 

Quade's sentiments were 
echoed by commissioner 
Mary Louise Preis and 
others. You could feel the 
sense of progress after 
so many years of empty 
promises. The talk of the 
town, the vibe in the room, 
it's all good, it's all good. 
That's what's going on here.

Ocean port wants 
Monmouth Park considered as 
site for casino-style gambling 


T he Oceanport borough council continues its 
support of its largest taxpayer, Monmouth 
Park, and is now pushing for the race track 
to be in the running for the construction of a casino 
outside of Atlantic City. 

The council is pursuing a resolution urging 
revenue sharing between casinos and Monmouth 
Park and the horse racing industry in the event that a 
casino is at either the Meadowlands or Jersey City or 
possibly the Oceanport race track itself 

"A portion of that revenue should be shared to 
support and save and protect Monmouth Park and 
horse racing in New Jersey,” Councilman Joe Irace 
said. "Our intent is to support Monmouth Park to 
keep as a historic and quality racing establishment.” 

Reports say that a referendum on allowing 
casino-style gambling outside of Atlantic City could 
be on ballots in the November 2015 election. 

Mayor Michael Mahon said he wants to make 
sure the resolution states that Monmouth Park 
should be included in the referendum. 

"We want the document to reference Monmouth 
Park as a location being included in the referendum 


for slots outside of Atlantic City,” Mahon said. "I 
don’t know that Jersey City has a race track, but they 
seem to have more headway on getting a casino or 
slots outside of AC.” 

The council is still working on the language of 
the resolution and will likely adopt it at a future 
meeting. 

Casino-style gambling is the next hope for 
increasing revenue at Monmouth Park, which lost 
around $4.5 million last year, and could continue at 
that pace unless something is changed. 

Legislators are trying to allow sports wagering 
to begin at Monmouth Park, but the major sports 
leagues were granted an injunction in November, 
and the plan has stalled until the Third Circuit 
Court of Appeals hears the case. 

This also caused the park to halt its plans to build 
a concert venue. 

Monmouth Park officials said in November that 
they planned to bring fantasy sports betting to the 
race track, however there have been no updates since 
on the development of that plan.

Pat Chapman looks forward to 
2015 season for Nasa

His looks may be deceiving but once in motion 3-year-old Nasa’s beautiful long stride demonstrates his athlet¬ 
icism. Bred by Pat Chapman, the Pennsylvania-bred son of Smarty Jones stretched out to a mile and 70 yards for 
the first time in the Grade 3 $200,000 Jerome Stakes on Jan. 3 and finished a solid second behind heavily favored 
multiple stakes winner El Kabeir. 

Fans are already asking if the diminutive colt can be compared to his sire, who inspired a loyal following in 2004 
by winning the first two legs of the Triple Crown. New York’s first step on the Kentucky Derby trail, the Jerome proved 
that Nasa can go a distance, but is the Derby really in the plan? He and his sire both won the Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes in their respective 2-year-old seasons but Nasa still has much to prove. 

Chapman, who breeds under the name of Someday Farm, is not looking for another Triple Crown hero. “Of course 
he is getting us excited,” she said. “Any horse that shows that kind of promise I am going to be excited about. But he 
is different from Smarty, who we knew was special from the very beginning.”

According to trainer John Servis, Nasa bears 
no resemblance to his sire. “If we brought him out 
of the barn to show him to you, you might think he 
was a filly,” he said. “He is a small horse, not at all 
muscular, and has a very refined, almost feminine, 
head. But he is very athletic and although he fin¬ 
ished second in the Jerome, that was definitely not 
his best race. Kendrick [Carmouche] said he never 
really got into the bridle.” 

No one is sure that Nasa can generate the 
excitement of his sire but Servis says the fans are 
still out there. “They are already asking about this 
colt-they want another star like they had back in 
2004. Fans are starving for that kind of attach¬ 
ment.” 

Nasa’s dam, the Seattle Slew mare Shootfor- 
thestars, gave Servis the idea for his name. 

“Pat and I like one word names,” he said. “I 
thought Nasa sounded perfect but I didn’t really 
thinkThe Jockey Club would allow it.” 

Servis plans to take a “back road” approach to 
the colt’s spring campaign. “I don’t know if he’d 
stand for a normal Triple Crown trail,” he said. “Pat 
and I agree that he’d prep at Laurel and if he runs 
well in the Private Terms Stakes we might be inter¬ 
ested in the Blue Grass Stakes or the Wood. It will 
be easier on him to go this route.” 

Since Smarty Jones’ retirement to stud in 
2004 and her husband Roy’s death two years later, 
Chapman has remained as busy as ever breeding 
and racing horses. She and Team Servis continue 
to maintain the following of friends and fans of 
Smarty, signing autographs and answering ques¬ 
tions about PA’s “native son,” as Smarty is billed in 
his stallion advertisements from Northview PA, the 
Peach Bottom farm where he stands. 

“I never did slow down after the Triple Crown 
that year,” said Chapman. “My husband wanted 
me to but the business was in my name and I felt

I should still keep moving even after the sale of 
Someday Farm. After Roy passed away in February 
of 2006 I went shopping for some ‘girlfriends’ 
for Smarty and bought Shootforthestars at the 
Keeneland November sale that fall.” 

By the end of the year she had purchased four 
other mares to breed to Smarty Jones, who at the 
time was standing at Three Chimneys Farm in 
Kentucky. Unraced stakes producer Shootforthe- 
stars was a $450,000 purchase. In 2009 Chapman 
sold the mare’s yearling colt, by Smarty Jones, at 
the Keeneland September sale with Spring 
Classics signing the ticket for $90,000. Named 
Centralinteligence, Nasa’s older full brother 
became a Grade 1 winner, earning $309,171 after 
taking the Grade 1 Triple Bend Handicap and fin¬ 
ishing second in back-to-back runnings of the Los 
Angeles Handicap-G3 before suffering a career¬ 
ending injury in the 2013 Breeders Cup Dirt Mile-GI. 

Nasa was foaled at Shirley Lojeski’s farm 
in Emmaus, where Chapman keeps her five 
mares and their foals. All of her rest and rehab 
horses ship to Leslie Molinari at Sports Equine in 
Doylestown. 

Someday Farm’s homebred multiple stakes 
winner Res Judicata (Smarty Jones out of 
Mohonour) has been at Molinari’s farm since last 
September after a horrific training accident at Parx 
on Sept. 20. The 5-year-old gelding, an earner of 
$297,580, had finished second in the Banjo Picker 
Sprint Stakes two weeks earlier. 

“We were just sick over it,” said Chapman. 

“He is a very nice horse with a lot of talent and 
was being exercised by jockey Lisa Whittaker 
that morning. It was a crazy accident: a horse got 
loose from a lead pony and just t-boned him. Lisa 
was seriously injured too with several fractures. 

It appeared that Res Judicata had a fractured 
shoulder as he wouldn’t even put his weight on 
the injured leg at all—we thought he’d have to be 
euthanized due to the severity of his injury." 

A shattered shoulder is often a life ending injury 
but veterinarians determined the gelding sustained 
severely pulled muscles and nerve damage around 
his shoulder without fracture, developing a condi¬ 
tion called Sweeney or atrophied muscle tissue. 

“He is doing so well now,” said Molinari, who 
has been treating the injury with acupuncture, 
massage and stretching to stimulate the injured 
muscle. “It is not just myself and my staff at Sports 
Equine, it is Buck’s County Equine’s Dr. David 
Adam-Castillo and Dr. Patty Hogan who have 
devoted so much to his rehabilitation. He is now on 
turnout with two friends and we just love him. He 
is a totally different little guy than when we first got 
him last year.” 

According to Chapman, both Dr. Hogan and 
Servis plan for a possible return to the track in late 


spring for Res Judicata, although Molinari says if 
that plan doesn’t work he’ll always have a home 
with her. 

With all of the activity of breeding mares, 
attending the races and keeping up with her racing 
stock, Chapman-although as busy as she’d like 
to be-says life is much different now than when 
Smarty Jones was in the limelight. 

“It was so nice to have my husband as a part¬ 
ner,” said Chapman. “We had been breeding hors¬ 
es since the 1980s and he was always ready to go 
to the track with me. I miss that companionship. 

“I still try not to miss any of the races and saw 
all but one of Nasa’s. And I really don’t want to 
jump on the Derby trail with this horse,” she said. 

“I like the way John is doing it by not throwing 
him into any of the big races yet he really respects 
him. We both feel that until Nasa says look at 
me, I want to be a big horse,’ that we will take it 
easy with him. He is a young 3-year-old, having 
been foaled in May, and he is still immature in the 
paddock before his races, acting up, sometimes 
wearing himself out.” 

In the meantime Chapman spends her time 
between Florida and Bucks County. 

“I hated giving up the farm and missing the 
mares foaling once we moved to Florida,” she said. 
“But I don’t miss the responsibility. I still go to visit 
Smarty at Northview when I can. I love to see him 
and he can put on such a show.” 

Smarty has been standing at stud in 
Pennsylvania since 2011 after six seasons at 
Three Chimneys, where he initially stood for a 
$100,000 stud fee. 

“He stays in Pennsylvania full-time now,” said 
Chapman. “I have a few partners in a syndicate 
with him and we did have a three-year contract for 
him to stand in Uruguay after the North American 
breeding season was over when he first arrived at 
Northview. But that schedule is finished.” 

Smarty Jones’ 2015 fee is $4,000, which 
Chapman feels is the best bargain in the state. “He 
is a Kentucky Derby and Preakness winner with 
average earnings per runner ranking right up there 
with the top stallions.” 

His runners earned over $3.5 million in 2014 
and he currently ranks third in progeny earnings in 
Pennsylvania for 2015, and has four stakes per¬ 
formers, according to early March statistics from 
The Jockey Club Information Systems. 

“We want to stay in Pennsylvania and support 
the program. I plan on breeding all five of my 
mares to him this spring,” said Chapman. 

With much of the attention on the education of 
the talented Nasa and his progress into the spring 
racing season, interest in his sire just may return 
to Chapman’s expectations.

T he early bird nominations for the 
2015 South Carolina Residency 
Races closed on Feb. 15 with 162 
nominations. Training centers leading 
the way were Kirkwood Stable with 67 
nominations, Elloree Training Center 
(27), Keller Stables (22) and the 
Webb Carroll Training Center (20). 

There were 86 colts and geldings 
nominated for the 11th running 
of the Christopher Elser Memorial 
while 76 fillies were nominated for 
the Donna Freyer Stakes. The races 
will be contested at Parx Racing in 
November. 

The races are open to 2-year-olds of 
2015 who have spent at least 90 days 
in South Carolina and pay a fee to the 
South Carolina Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association (SCTOBA). 
Those who did not take advantage 
of the early bird deadline can still 
nominate by paying the regular 
nomination fee of $300 by July 31. 

Last year’s runnings, held on Nov. 

16 and carrying purses of $75,000, 
were won by Maryland-bred Miss 
Bullistic (Donna Freyer) in a four- 
horse photo finish, and Pennsylvania- 
bred Duff (Christopher Elser 
Memorial) by a head. Both winners 
were named state-bred champions.

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Brown Delivers

I had the pleasure of sitting down 
recently with the pride of Thomas 
Jefferson High and perennial high 
echelon conditioner at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races, Mr. 
Ronney W. Brown. 

It was uncanny how similar 
our chosen paths were in 
discovering our unique profession 
of Thoroughbred horse racing, and 
the recurrent theme that appeared 
strongly placed our respective 
fathers in positions of major 
prominence. 

According to Brown, the central 
message that both men imparted to 
their children contained deep roots 
in their Depression era experiences. 

"My father was a favorable role 
model for the Brown family," he said. 
"He attributes his patience and merit 
to the life's lessons of grit necessary 
to survive during that difficult period 
in our nation's history." 

Brown is 53-years old and one 
of the true good guys I have 
encountered in the racing business. 
Originally from Frederick, Md., the 
"Gentle Giant," as he is often called. 


grew up on the family farm and had 
a passion for horses instilled in him at 
an early age. 

THE EARLY YEARS 

"We had a working farm where 
we raised crops and sold hay and 
straw mainly at Charles Town and 
Shenandoah Downs." 

As the youngest of the Brown 
clan, it was occasionally incumbent 
on Ronney's father to allow him 
to tag along. Traits that endeared 
horse racing to his dad, especially 
gambling, became second nature 
to Ronney. 

Bowie Race Course was often 
another destination frequented 
by young Brown and his closest 
companion, his father Hubert. 

In 1977, at the tender age of 16, 
Ronney began working for trainer 
Eddie Phelps at the nearby equine 
swimming pool. Upon graduation 
Ronney maintained close ties with 
racing while moonlighting in the 
construction industry. 

"I was able to save some money 
and eventually purchase my first 


home. After a couple of years I sold 
that house and parlayed the profits 
into my first racehorse, Ty Revival. 
Winning three-in-a-row during a six 
week span permitted me to quit my 
job and as they say, I was hooked." 

In 1986 Ronney acquired his initial 
trainer's license from then head 
steward, Joe Servis. 

"I trained primarily for myself and 
on occasion my dad and brother 
Hubert Jr." Interestingly enough the 
horses in his care were West Virginia- 
breds by Shy Native. 

As Brown recalls Shy Native was a 
son of Native Dancer and stood at 
O'Sullivan Farms. 

"In the mid-to-late 80s Randy 
Funkhouser and John McKee were 
the big local breeders." 

By 1989-1990, Brown started to 
pick-up new clients (Dr. Elizabeth 
Schultz and Skip McMahon) while 
training at the then going rate of $18 
per day. 

TURBULENT TIMES 

1992 was an unsettling chapter 
in the chronicles of Charles Town 
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racing. Ronney recalled the 
philosophical battle between 
the CTHBPA and an opposing 
horsemen's splinter group over VLTs 
and who possessed the right to bid 
on them.The first referendum that 
year was defeated by the Jefferson 
County voters forcing Brown to 
relocate his base of operations 
northeast to Penn National 
racetrack. 

The track at Charles Town and its 
survivors were facing lean times as 
the second referendum in 1994 met 
with a similar fate as its predecessor, 
defeat! 

In 1996 a ray of potential sunshine 
finally eclipsed the gloom that had 
nearly decimated a town when its 
voters said YES to the Video Lottery 
Terminals. Brown watched intently 
from afar thankful that many of his 
friends and colleagues could at long 
last have some financial relief. 

Just when Ronney thought that 
Pennsylvania could become his 
adopted home, tragedy struck 
again. On February 15,1999, the 
horsemen at Penn National went on 
strike. 

"I once again hit the road, 
shifting my modest stable back to 
Charles Town. Initially, I rented stalls 
from Freddie Johnson across from 
the track before success opened 
the door to the barn area and my 
substantive break, an encounter with 
owner Richard Englander." 

PROSPERITY ON THE TRACK 

Englander was a Westchester 
County, New York resident who 


specialized in stock trading. His skill 
was claiming horses on several 
fronts with various trainers under 
his employ. Brown said it was 
coincidence that placed the two 
men together. 

"Richard was a smart man 
and one of the hardest working 
individuals I have ever trained for. 

It was his fascination with jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger (at the time my 
regular stable rider) that placed us 
together." 

As is the custom in horse racing 
owners come and go. For Brown, as 
one door closed another opened. 

In 2003, on the advice of one of his 
Maryland connections (Jerry Robb), 
he began training for America's 
leading owner by races and money 
won (2003-2004), Michael Gill. 

The New Plampshire native's stock 
helped complement the thriving 
Brown barn that held down the 
number one spot atop the Charles 
Town Races leader board five 
consecutive years, from 2001 to 2005. 

Brown said things began to 
change with the influx of the "super 
trainers" in 2006. 

"My red and white colors still 
found the winner's circle on a 
regular basis, but with trainers 
shipping in and winning at clips 
exceeding 40-50 percent, it was 
challenging." 

CHANGES AND GOOD 
FORTUNE AT HOME 

"In 2004-2005 as an owner/ 
trainer I won back-to-back editions 
of the illustrious Cavada (Breeders 


Classic) Stakes with Original Gold. 

Pier heart and ability tabbed her as 
my favorite runner, narrowly beating 
out my track record holder My Sister 
Pearl." 

Since 2011, Ronney has been 
stabled in barn 2 where he 
continues to win at an impressive 
pace. 

"It seems Jeff Runco and I battle it 
out every year for supremacy here." 

Ronney's barn lately is bolstered 
by the addition of New Jersey tax 
accountant Joel Weiner and his Law 
Legacy Stable. 

"I try and keep approximately 
10-15 horses for Joel. Fie is a 
phenomenal client." 

Ronney's plan for success is 
simple. "Don't over-train. Bed'em 
deep and let'em sleep." 

His incentive for happiness can be 
found in the faces of his girlfriend/ 
partner Nicole Freeland and his two 
boys, Cameron (5 years old) and 
Noah (3). 

"I am a blessed man. I have two 
great kids and a woman that keeps 
me focused.Though we all hear 
the rumors of gloom and doom, I 
feel optimistic that racing can and 
will survive. The West Virginia clause 
makes us competitive and levels the 
playing field. 

"The West Virginia program is 
booming. This town has seen us close 
to extinction many times during our 
80-year history. The good people of 
Charles Town are behind us."

Important developments and initiatives 
as a busy spring season gets under way 


The first races of the 2015 National Steeple¬ 
chase Association season are in the books, and 
it’s promising to be a very active season for jump 
racing. Guy J. Torsilieri, the NSA’s president, 
outlined several of the latest developments in 
a letter to the NSA Board of Directors a few 
weeks before the first race meet at Aiken, S.C., 
on Saturday, March 21. 

Torsilieri noted that “a lot is going on in 
steeplechasing now, and it’s all for the good.” 

Here are some of the developments and initia¬ 
tives that he mentioned in his letter. 

Ratings system 

In response to interest from horsemen, a ratings 
system is being created that is designed to provide 
more racing opportunities for many horses. 

Under the supervision of Director of Racing 
Bill Gallo, a three-person Handicap Committee 
composed of Joe Clancy, Martin Chamberlin, 
and Will O’Keefe rated all winners over hurdles 
now in training. The list was based on trainers’ 
reports of the horses they intended to have in 
training this spring. 

From the ratings list, six races will be created 
and carded as substitute races at Atlanta (April 
18), Queen’s Cup (April 25), Block House (May 
2), Iroquois (May 9), Radnor (May 16), and Fair 
Hill (May 23). 

“We want to have racing opportunities for 
every horse that is race-ready,” Gallo said. “Our 
horsemen said they felt that their horses some¬ 
times lacked ample opportunities after breaking 
their maidens, and the Ratings Races will address 
their concerns. These races offer an exciting op¬ 
portunity for our horses, and we hope these races 
will be well supported.”

Jockey accident insurance 

A significant portion of the cost of the 
NSA jockey’s accident medical insurance 
will be covered this year by The Steeplechase 
Fund, a charitable organization that benefits 
participants in our sport. Owner and rider 
per-start fees will be waived for this year, and 
the jockey license fee will increase by $50 to 
$250. Based on the former $5 per-start fee, 
jockeys with more than 10 mounts this year 
will be saving money. 


HorsemeiTs Liaison 

As part of the NSA’s effort to provide en¬ 
hanced service to licensed horse owners and 
other horsemen, a pilot Horsemen’s Liaison 
program will be initiated at the Virginia spring 
race meets. 

The Horsemen’s Liaison will be an addi¬ 
tional NSA presence at Middleburg (April 18), 
Foxfield (April 25), and the Virginia Gold Cup 
(May 2), and will be charged with providing 
personal service to horsemen and striving to 
resolve any issues that may arise. Elizabeth 
Beer of Middleburg will serve as the Horse¬ 
men’s Liaison at those three meets. 

Riders Program 

The Steeplechase Safety Task Force under 
board member Dr. Reynolds Cowles is mov¬ 
ing toward creation of a Riders Program with 
assistance from board members Nick Ellis and 
Donald Yovanovich, several leading jockeys, 
and other horsemen. Ellis, who heads the 
Stoneybrook Steeplechase, leads the effort. 

It is envisioned that completion of this one- 
day educational program would be mandatory 
for riding at Saratoga this summer, and another 
educational session would be held prior to 
the fall racing season. The first session ten¬ 
tatively is scheduled for Sunday, May 24, in 
Fair Hill, Md. 

While the details of the program are being 
completed, three-time Olympic medalist and 
steeplechase owner-trainer James Wofford has 
agreed to lead the Fair Hill session. 

Torsilieri offered special thanks to Bill 
Price, chair of the NSA’s Promotion and 
Growth Task Force, for his valuable work on 
the Ratings System, the Owner Symposium 
and Marketplace Auction, and the Horsemen’s 
Liaison. “He and his Task Force members have 
helped to move us forward with new ideas and 
new approaches,” Torsilieri said.

Looking Back 


75years ago 

I Bowie was set to usher in its 26th 
season, highlighted by four stakes 
scheduled for the 12-day spring meet. A 
bit of track history was provided, with a 
number of interesting tidbits, including: 

Bowie's first meet in the fall of 1914 
was conducted without a license from 
The Jockey Club, therefore considered an 
“outlaw” affair in the eyes of the rest of 
the turf world. 

The track was granted the dates for¬ 
merly used by the Old Bennings track (on 
the outskirts of Washington, D.C.) in 1915 
after “peace was made with The Jockey 
Club.” 

The first grandstand, made of wood, 
seated 3,000. It was destroyed by fire in 
1927 and replaced by a structure of steel 
and concrete seating 14,500. 

Bowie was the first Maryland track to 
use the daily double, introduced in April 
1935. It was also the state's first track to 
use the public-address system to keep 
racegoers informed of the progress of the 
running of the events. 


I Due to configuration of the race 
track, Laurel president Major Goss L. 
Stryker announced that the Selima Stakes, 
“America's outstanding endurance test for 
2-year-old fillies,” would be lengthened 
from a mile to l!/i6 miles. The change 
would begin in 1941. “Mr. Woodward was 
very much in favor of the change,” noted 
Stryker. William Woodward owned Belair 
Stud, which had been the home of Selima 
when the mare was imported in 1750. 
Woodward annually presented the trophy 
to the winner of the race. 

Foxcatcher Farm's longshot Ficklebush won 
the 1941 edition, defeating a field that included 
Woodward's Vagrancy and Alfred Vanderbilts 
Petrify, the latter named that year's champion 
2-year-oldfilly\ 

I Excitement was mounting as Mrs. 

E. Read Beard's great timber horse 
Blockade (who appeared on the cover) 
was preparing for the 1940 Maryland 
Hunt Cup, after winning the previous two 
years. “All Maryland sportsmen are hoping 
Janon Fisher's charge will become the 
third horse to win a triple victory in the 
Hunt Cup, thus ranking with Garry Owen 
and Princeton, great ones of long ago.”

I The Maryland foal report included a 
number bred by Adolphe Pons at Country 
Life Farm, among them a colt by Case 
Ace out of the American Flag mare Lady 
Glory born in March. The mare was bred 
back to Case Ace. 

Lady Glory's 1940 son was named Final 
Glory) a winner of 23 races and $37,730. But 
he was definitely not the final glory for his dam, 
who produced six more Case Acefoals for Pons 
over the next decade. Two became stakes winners, 
the most illustrious Raise You. Foaled in New 
Jersey in 1946, Raise You went on to produce 
champion and major sire Raise a Native.

50years ago 

I Conniver and Jay Trump were elected 
to the Maryland-bred “Hall of Fame,” in 
the third annual poll overseen by Laurel 
Race Course and the MHBA. 

Only one horse was to be selected 
each year, but “Jay Trump's outstand¬ 
ing performance in the Grand National 
caused the Maryland Racing Writers to 
alter its rules for the 1965 poll,” it was 
reported. 

The nation's champion handicap mare 
in 1948, Conniver rightfully earned her 
place among Maryland's elite. Among 
her victories were the Brooklyn (in which 
she defeated Gallorette and Stymie) and 
Beldame Handicaps. Bred by Alfred 
Vanderbilt, Conniver (Discovery—The 
Schemer, by ^Challenger II) was one 
of the best stories in racing. Large and 
ungainly as a yearling, the unattractive filly 
sold for $2,500, didn't win at 2, competed 
in claiming races at 3 and was going to be 
given away as a polo pony, but was con¬ 
sidered too large to play. The next year 
she became a champion and eventually 
retired with $227,825 in earnings. 


I Allaire duPont's 
champion Kelso launched 
a nationwide charity tour 
at Laurel Race Course in 
March. During special 
ceremonies in the winner's 
circle, duPont received gifts 
during a surprise visit by 
“the gelding's unrivaled 
number-one fan, 14-year- 
old Heather Noble of 
Alexandria, Va., president of 
Kelsoland.” Kelso's “super 
fan club,” Kelsoland had a 
ruling council consisting of 
girls from across the country. 

Noble and fellow club member Teri 
Purvis, who traveled from Kingston, N.Y., 
presented duPont with a gray and yellow 
blanket, “carefully hand embroidered with 
many messages, including Our Great and 
Noble King of Kelsoland.” 

I Sylvester Veitch accepted an invitation 
to judge the 31st annual Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's Yearling Show. 
Record entries were expected. 


The projections came true as 154yearlings 
were enteredfor the four classes, with 103 shown. 
That was the largest number of entries in history, 
and the number wasn't surpassed until 1977 
when 164 were entered (the judge was that year's 
Triple Crown-winning trainer Billy Turner), 
although only 99 were shown. The all-time record 
number of entries was 192 for the 1990 show. 
Hall of Fame trainer Scotty Schulhofer tackled 
the monumental task as he evaluated 140year¬ 
lings in the four classes. 
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25years ago 

I David Reynolds’ most recent success 
after decades of breeding and racing was 
homebred 4-year-old filly Amy Be Good, 
winner of the Grade 3 Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap at Laurel. The daughter of 
Reynolds’ stallion Northern Raja had a 
pedigree that stretched back to her 
breeder’s earliest days in the game. 

Reynolds, a 
Richmond, Va., 
resident, was 
semi-retired 
from run¬ 
ning his fam¬ 
ily’s Reynolds 
Metals Com¬ 
pany. It was 
during his 
tenure that 
Reynolds Wrap 
was introduced, 
and he was credited as a founder of the 
recycling movement when the company 
became the first to manufacture recyclable 
aluminum cans. Reynolds had a large sta¬ 
ble and band of broodmares, and kept the 
majority of his mares at his niece Glennie 
Martin and her husband Duck Martin’s 
Worthington Farm in Glyndon, Md., 
where Amy Be Good was foaled. 

While she didn't win again , Amy Be Good 
placed in four additional stakes ; two graded) in 
her remaining seven starts. She was retired to 
Reynolds' broodmare band in Kentucky where 
she produced two stakes winners from five foals, 
topped by the Carson City colt Good and Tough, 

10years ago 

M An interview with New Jersey-based 
bloodstock agent Baden P. “Buzz” Chace 
explored his life around horses and his 
fascination with the sales. Over the pre¬ 
vious decade he picked out Unbridled’s 
Song as a yearling, champion sprinter 
Artax as a weanling and maiden mare 
Cozzene’s Angel in foal to Awesome 
Again, carrying future Grade 1 winner 
Toccet. Those successes helped solidify 
his career. 

<c We’re all looking for the same thing,” 
he noted. “The horse that can run, really 
run. They can come from anywhere. I’ve 
never seen a perfect horse in my life. 

Some are just more imperfect than oth¬ 
ers.”

I A profile on 
1989 Eclipse 
Award-winning 
apprentice rider 
Mike Luzzi 
examined the 
20-year-old 
jockey’s Mid- 
Adantic roots. 

A native of 
Wilmington, 

Del., and 
grandson of 
veteran trainer 
Virgil “Buddy” 

Raines, Luzzi 
rode the 

majority of his 224 winners at Maryland 
tracks. 

Growing up, Luzzi and his brother 
John spent summers with the grandfa¬ 
ther they knew as “Pop Pop,” working 


and you can’t do the right thing. . . it takes 
a long time to develop a sense of feel¬ 
ing. Then other times, I see people come 
through the gate with no knowledge at all 
and do very well. I’ve seen good horse¬ 
men I’ve known never get a break. If you 
don’t have the breaks, you won’t make it.” 

I California residents Samantha Siegel 
and her father Mace were regular buyers 
at the Maryland fall yearling sales, where 
Mace and his late wife Jan first shopped 
in 1963 while living in New York. The 
Siegels had found a wealth of talent at 
the sale, including Eclipse Award winner 
Declan’s Moon, millionaire Urbane, 

Grade 1 winner I Believe in You and 
such graded stakes winners as Love of 
Money, Forest Fealty and Latin Dancer. 
“The Maryland breeders just try to 
breed nice race horses,” said Samantha. 

The Maryland sales also gave their sta¬ 
ble buying power. You go to Keeneland 
and you have horses that you can’t buy 




in Delaware and New Jersey. “Pop Pop, 
he was just always so relaxed and he 
always made the game so much fun,” said 
Luzzi. “Learning from him was easy. I’ve 
adopted a lot of the ideas my grandfather 
taught me about horses.” 

In February Lu%yi was named winner of the 
2015 George Woolf Memorial Jockey Award, 
given to “a rider who has conducted himself in 
exemplary manner both on and off the track." 
Lu%yi, based in New York for much of his 
career, has ridden the winners of 3,420 races. 

He has been sidelined since last November when 
injured in a paddock accident at Aqueduct. 

I Prominent bloodstock agent Russell 
Jones, owner/operator of Walnut Green 
in West Grove, Pa., was interviewed and 
asked to give his views on breeding for 
the market. Detailed responses included 
calculating costs of raising a yearling, 
selecting a sale appropriate for your horse 
and whether to use an agent, determining 
proper pricing for a horse going into the 
ring, and arranging matings. 

As to selecting the right sale, Jones 
pointed out: ‘You want to place your 
horse where it will get attention. And the 
way to do that is to let him be a big fish in 
a small pond. 

“That’s contrary to most people’s 
instincts. Most people think the more 
prestigious the sale, the better opportuni¬ 
ties you’ll have. But if you have an ordi¬ 
nary $15,000 yearling, you don’t want him 
next to $300,000 yearlings. You want him 
to be at least as good as the average. Put 
him in a sale where he’s bigger and better 
and more expensive than the average, and 
he’ll get attention.”

Questioning Maryland 
championship vote 

In reviewing the Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pions, I strongly argue that the 2-year-old 
filly championship is in error. 

Spotted Heart won the Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship Stakes. The 
name of this race states that it is the 
race determining the champion. The male 
equivalent of the Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship Stakes is the Maryland 


Juvenile Futurity, which was won by Ghost 
Bay, who was indeed named 2-year-old 
champion male. This was not the case in 
the filly division. 

Spotted Heart faced Miss Bulks tic 
twice, and Spotted Heart finished ahead 
of Miss BulHstic in both the Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship Stakes and in 
the Maryland Milhon Lassie Stakes. This 
seems to be the most objective measure of 
comparison (which horse finished ahead 
of the other), and in fact it is how we 
determine the winner of a race, and this is 
about racing, right?

POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 

HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasur¬ 
er which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting 
issues as selected by a committee headed by the chairperson 
of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any administrative 


expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC contri¬ 
butions must be filed with the State Administrative Board of 
Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.
